DEATH OF MR. GORDON 


Mr. Edwin A. Gordon, for twelve 
years traffic manager for the Amer- 
ican Woolen Company, died suddenly 
from natural causes Sunday afternoon 
at his home on Commonwealth avenue, 
in Newton Centre.

He 
is survived by a widow, gne daughter, 
Miss Grace Gordon, and a son, Harold 
Gordon. 

The funeral services were held at 
his late home on Tuesday noon, Mr. 
Edwin H. Keach of the Christian Sci- 
ence Church officiated and the inter- 
ment was at Lancaster, Mass. 


SHALL REPRESENTATIVES BE 
INSTRUCTED! 

The Registrars of Voters have this 
week certified to signatures of two 
hundred and fifty voters on applica- 
tions of Daniel O’Connell and others 
that the following question be placed 
on the State Election ballots on No- 
vember 2, 1914: 

Shall the Representatives from this 
district be instructed to support the 
Initiative and Referendum, so as to 
give the voters the power to accept 
or reject at the polls measures that 
have been proposed by petition?" 

This application to have this ques- 
tion submitted to the voters of New- 
ton is made under the provisions of 
Chapter 819 of the Acts of the year 
nineteen thirteen. The Act provides 
that upon petition of two hundred 
voters In any representative district 
questions of public policy shall be 
placed on the official ballots to be 
used at the State Election, the ques- 
tion to take effect if a majority of 
votes cast are in the affirmative. Not 
more than two questions may be sub- 
mitted under this Act at one election.

The accountant and engineer In the 
employ of the Public Service Com- 
mission, appointed to look Into the 
affairs of the Middlesex and Boston 
Street Railway Company have com- 
pleted their work and submitted a re- 
port to the Commission. * 

The account reports that the finan- 
cial accounts of the company are kept 
correctly although In the opinion of 
the examiner the amount voted by the 
company for depreciation which is 
$67,003.10 is excessive if the mainte- 
nance is properly provided. 

The earnings of the company are 
not large according to the report, and 
the dividends in the past five years 
have not exceeded five per cent. 

The increase In expenditures due to 
advance in pay of employees was 
$7,467.24. 

There are no recommendations of 
Importance although the financial ac- 
counts of the company as found by the 
examiners are reported in detail. 

The examiners Btate that there are 
no changes in operating expenses that 
should have been Included In the ac- 
counts for betterments or additions.

CASTLE SQUARE THEATRE— The 
Craig Players had a great send-off for 
their ninth Boston season on Monday 
evening with “Over Night.” Castle 
Square playgoers are keen judges of 
acting but they are also loyal friends, 
with a warm corner for those who, 
year in and year out have resisted the 
glamor of the “Great White Way” to 
throw In their lot with Boston work 
and Boston play. 

“Over Night” was given for a week 
in April, but there Is no apparent dim- 
inution of Interest, and there may have 
to be another revival. The play de- 
serves Its success, for it is good, 
wholesome fun clear through. 

Next week Belasco’s biggest play, 
“The Girl of the Golden West” returns 
to Castle Square, with Mary Young as 
“The Girl” and all who have seen her 
powerful Interpretation of this color- 
ful role, will want to see It again and 
bring others with them. 


After two years of negotiations, the 
government and the ownerB have come 
to an agreement for the purchase of 
Mount Washington under the Weeks 
Forestry law, and it is probable that 
the Forest Reservation Commission, 
will promptly authorize the transac- 
tion. 

This is by all odds the most Impor- 
tant purchase that the Government has 
made In connection with the White 
Mountain National Forest establish- 
ment, both from a sentimental and 
from an economic standpoint. Sceni- 
cally it is the grandest part of the 
mountain country, and the Mecca of 
all touriBts to the region whether they 
Journey afoot, by train or by automo- 
bile. Economically, also, it Is of great 
consequence, for here there are still 
standing some very considerable bod- 
ies of original forest, and three New 
England rivers of size, the Saco the 
Androscoggin and the Gonnecticut, all 
draw important tributaries from this 
fountain head. 

Already the Government owns some 
of the summits of the Presidential 
range, Madison and Adams and their 
northern Blopes. This latest purchase 
includes all of the great central peak, 
Mount Washington, together with Its 
flanks and spurs and six other Presi- 
dential peaks as well, Clay, Jefferson 
and Adams of the northern group, with 
Monroe, Franklin and Pleasant In the 
southern chain. Within this area lies 
the Great Gulf, that beautiful wild 
ravine that digs six miles deep into 
the easterly side of Washington, a 
glorious wilderness of primeval forest. 
On the same side, but farther south 
are the Huntington and Tuckerman 
ravines, where, in ages past, glaciers 
dwelt. 

Nor is that all for the purchase will 
include that long southerly ridge, the 
Montalban, which for fully eight miles 
flows down from Boott Spur, close 
under the cone of Washington, to the 
lower end of Crawford Notch at Bart- 
lett. This embraces the knobs known 
as the Davises, Stairs Mountain, noted 
for its giant granite treads, Mount 
Resolution, Mount Crawford command- 
ing one of the most sublime- views of 
the Notch and Mount Hope. 

In all it represents some 35,000 
acres, which added to w’hat the Gov- 
ernment has already taken on the 
slopes south of Jefferson and Ran- 
dolph townships, in the Wild River 
country, and in the Pinkham Notch, 
makes an almost solid body of more 
than 100,000 acres in the northeast 
quarter of the White Mountain quad- 
rangle. 


WOMEN BEAR WAR BURDENS 


It Is announced that in France the 
women are to carry on the business 
while their husbands are at the front, 
and that In Germany the women will 
harvest the crops in the fields while 
the crop of men whom they have la- 
boriously borne and reared are mown 
down on the red field of battle. For 
every man who marches with the 
army, some woman at home must do 
double duty.

Several residents of this city, who 
returned from Europe this week had 
some exciting experiences in the war 
zone. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. V. H. Kimberley of 
Fairfax street, West Newton, were in 
Southern France when the war began 
and being unable to reach Paris hv 
railroad, as the trains were all in use 
for troops, they chartered an automo- 
bile at an expense of $200 and finally 
reached the French capital, altho 
stopped by soldiers on several occa- 
sions. 

"We were in the town of Clermond 
Ferrand, about 261 miles from Paris, 
when danger seemed to lurk on all 
sides," said Mrs. Kimberly. "We tried 
at first to obtain passage by rail, but 
finding this impossible, we secured an 
automobile at an expense of $200 in 
gold, which seemed very reasonable, 
and started on the dash to the capitol 
of the French nation. 

“We got into the car at 12 o’clock 
noon and drove until night fall, when 
we stopped at a small village. On the 
first lap of the journey, which I will 
never forget, we were held up by the 
soldiery several times, but allowed to 
proceed after short delays. 

"The next day we finished the trip 
so far as the automobile was con- 
cerned, hut we had out troubles after 
that. On the train from Paris to 
Havre we we r e only allowed to take 
our hand baggage. That made mat- 
ters uncomfortable, of course. 

“We had plenty of gold, Mrs. Kim- 
berly went on, "for when conditions 
commenced to look bad I suggested 
that we get a large sum of money on 
our letter of credit. This was done 
and for that reason we had plenty of 
cash to hasten our journey home 

“I shall never forget that ride in the 
big limousine through the South of 


Franc*,’’ said Mrs. Kimberly. "We 
had a fearless chauffeur and he drove 
the most of the time at break neck 
speed. In fact that was the way peo- 
ple travelled the most of the time in 
France about the time we were there. 
It was a mad race, here, there, every- 
where. In Paris it seemed impossible 
to get a taxi cab at. any price, they 
having been commandeered by the 
army.” 

Another Newtonian who arrived on 
the Franconia was Mr. George Hud- 
son, who was in charge of a party of 
20 touring the continent. They arrived 
in Paris a week before Germany de- 
clared war on France and were con- 
templating a trip through Switzerland, 
but on the day they were to start they 
encountered two travellers who 
showed them handfuls of American 
gold which the Swiss would not ac- 
cept as payment for necessaries. 

The party decided to go back, and 
started for England. On the train, 
they were obliged to sit on their suit 
cases all day, without a bite to eat. 
or anything to drink. In London, an 
American dollar was only worth three 
shillings and six pence. 

Mr. Hudson declared that nearly all 
the schools of the various counties in 
England had been converted into hos- 
pitals, and that the Duke of Portland 
had turned his great riding school into 
one. 

Samuel Lindsay of Newton Centre, 
who also arrived on the Franconia had 
been visiting his family in Ayr, the 
birthplace of the poet Burns, playing 
golf. He had no experiences beyond 
being offered a sovereign — about $5 — 
for a double eagle of American 
mintage. Seventy-five per cent ex- 
change he was offered in Glasgow and 
Edinburgh banks. 


Y. M. C. A. NOTES 

Mr. Gordon M. Reese, who has been 
the Boys’ Secretary at the Newton Y. 
M. C. A. for the past year, left for his 
home in Lancaster, Pa., on September 
first. Mr. Reese expects to enter the 
Theological School and study for the 
Episcopal ministry about the first of 
October. The many friends whom he 
has made in Newton wish him well in 
his new work . 

Mr. F. A. dimming, who succeeds 
Mr. Reese, as Boys’ Secretary of the 
Association, began his duties Septem- 
ber first. Mr. Cumming’s former field 
was Springfield, Mass., where he did 
splendid work. Before that he had 
charge of the Boys’ Department at 
Burlington, Vt. A clipping from one 
of the Springfield papers gives some 
idea of the esteem in which Mr. Cum- 
ming was held in his former field. 

"Mr. Cumming had many friends in 
Springfield before he came back here 
as Boys’ Secretary, after spending two 
and one half years as Boys’ Secretary 
in Burlington, Vt. Previous to that he 
had been an assistant in the Spring- 
field Boys’ Department two and one 
half years under L. W. DeGast.

The season for stealing fruit is rap- 
idly approaching ami the discomforts 
of suburban life will probably reach a 
climax with those citizens who attempt 
to grow their own apples, pears and 
grapes. The matter should be handled 
in the most drastic manner by the 
police and the judge. It does little 
good to the lads who are caught steal- 
ing fruit to give them only a lecture. 
They brag of their exploit the next 
day and encourage their companions 
to go and do likewise. A heavy fine 
on the boys or on their parents would 
probably bring about fome reform, 
altho with organized gangs of hood- 
lums coming into Newton on every 
street car for the purpose of robbing 
orchards, it might prove only a tem- 
porary expedient. 


EDITORIAL 


1 have called attention once before 
to the fallacious argument, annually 
presented in political nffairs, of the 
existence of a “county ring.” it is 
alleged that our county officials are in 
a combination to keep themselves in 
office and to handle the county money 
in such a manner as to favor their 
friends and punish their enemies. 
This is popularly believed to be done 
to the detriment of the community, 
causing high taxes, waste and extrav- 
agance. Let us examine the facts and 
see if present conditions in Middlesex 
County warrant these conclusions. 
Middlesex County is the most populous 
county, not composed of a single city 
like Boston, in the entire United 
States, and contains about 700,000 per- 
sons. It has a valuation of over eight 
hundred millions of dollars, or about 
one sixth of the entire Common- 
wealth, being second to Suffolk, and 
well above Essex, which stands third 
with a little over five hundred millions. 
With this heavy valuation, it has 
debt of less than four hundred thou- 
sand dollars and county property val- 
ued at about three millions, nearly 
eight times its indebtedness. If this is 
the result of “ring” rule, let us hope 
that the same system will soon spread 
to the entire Commonwealth. 

It is undoubtedly true that there are 
or have been a few individual in- 
stances of corruption or extravagance 
among the large number of persons 
employed by the County, but these 
cases ought not to be regarded as typi- 
cal, but as exceptional, and the re- 
sponsible county officers are just as 
anxious to “turn the rascals out” as 
are all good citizens. In the mean- 
time let us give our honest, competent 
officials the encouragement they de- 
serve for the faithful service they have 
always rendered this historic old coun 
ty of Middlesex. 

If any change is necessary or de 
sirable, let it be based upon some 
facts more substantial than the exist- 
ence of a mythical “county ring.” 


Next Tuesday the Massachusetts 
Public Service Commission resumes 
its hearing on the matter of increas- 
ing the rate of fare on the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway Company 
lines. Waltham is well organized 
against the increase and it would be 
most advisable for Newton to make a 
strong protest on the same lines. 

Mayor Childs has done the right 
thing in reappointing Mr. A. W. B. 
Huff as the chief election officer in 
ward seven. Mr. Huff rendered long 
and faithful service in this position 
and the failure to reappoint him last 
fall was a great injustice. 

With a possibility of street railway 
fares increasing to six cents and rail- 
road mileage jumping a quarter of a 
cent, it will soon be brought home to 
the average man that the “consumer 
pays the bill.” 


Returned travellers from Europe 
all seem to appreciate the blessings 
of “Home. Sweet Home.” 


The workings of the present direct 
primary law’ in this state are greatly 
hampered by the large number of of- 
fices to be filled by popular election, 
and the law’ will never be a great suc- 
cess until It is combined with what is 
known as the short ballot. This would 
mean the cutting down of the offices 
to be filled at an election by the peo- 
ple to the most important executive 
and legislative positions. 

Outside of the national offices, 
w’hich, of course should be filled by 
direct vote, there are many state and 
county positions where there is little 
need of popular approval. The state 
ticket might well be reduced to the 
offices of governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor and members of the executive 
council, and the present elective offices 
of secretary of the commonwealth, 
treasurer, state auditor, and attorney 
general, could just as well be filled by 
election by the Legislature or by ap- 
pointment by the governor. Just why 
the offices of clerks of courts, registers 
of deeds and registers of probate 
should be filled by popular vote is hard 
to fathom. All of these places could 
be properly filled by appointment. The 
County Commissioners should be elect- 
ed by the people, but they should have 
the power of appointment of all other 
county officers such as sheriff, dis- 
trict attorney, and court officials. The 
County Commissioners now’ have to 
provide appropriations for all of these 
offices but are without power to re- 
strain or control the ultimate expen- 
diture. 

By establishing a short ballot con- 
taining only the names of the gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, councillors 
and county commissioners, the voters 
could concentrate all their interest on 
so few officials that it would be possi- 
ble to elect the very best men to these 
positions. 

It is interesting to note that of the 
seven regular Republican candidates 
for the party nomination for repre- 
sentatives at the coming stute pri- 
mary, four are natives of Newton, two 
have lived here nearly all their lives 
und the father of the last has been a 
resident here for nearly forty yearB. 


MILEAGE RATES TO INCREASE 

Mileage rates on the Boston & 
Maine, Central Vermont, New Haven 
and Boston & Albany railroads are to 
be advanced from 2 to 2 1-4 cents com- 
mencing Oct. 1 if the interstate com- 
merce and the Massachusetts public 
service commissions approve the tar- 
iffs now filed with these organizations 
asking for this increase. 

These changes would increase the 
price of 500-mile books to $11.25 and 
1000-mile books to $22.50, according to 
the tariff bureau of the public service 
commission. These new’ rates are 
made on the grounds of recommenda- 
tions from the interstate commerce 
commission. 

The tariff bureau of the Massachu- 
setts commission adds: 

They have also discontinued hon- 
oring coupons from 600-mile books is 
sued by other railroads upon their 
lines, limiting the 500-mile books prac- 
tically to local use, and have discon 
tinued accepting coupons from the 
1000-mile books issued by the New f 
York Central, Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, Philadelphia & Reading, 
Rutland, West Shore, and Buffalo, 
Rochester & Pittsburgh, which have 
formerly been accepted by the Boston 
& Albany. 

"The Boston & Albany has also, as 
of Oct. 1, discontinued 100-ride local 
tickets in the state of Massachusetts 
(limited to party named for period of 
six months from issue), which have 
formerly been sold at rate of 1 1-2 
cents per mile per ride, and the 10- 
ride tickets which have been issued 
betw’een local stations at the price of 
nine single fares. Where the single 
fare is based upon 2 1-4 cents a mile 
this reduction would make the actual 
cost of ticket on the basis of 2 cents. 
Both of these classes have been dis- 
continued as being less than the new’ 
mileage rate.”

How to Play the “Cut-out” Game With 
the Youngsters. 

Mothers are often at their wits’ end 
to know what to do with convalescing 
children. During this trying time it 
takes much ingenuity to keep them in- 
terested. 

One of the most pleasurable things 
to boy and girl alike is the cut-out 
game. It is as old as the hills and yet 
has kept its newness ami Interest to 
this day. The boy will scorn the ordi- 
nary cut-out play, but give him first a 
blank book, then n catalogue from a 
sporting firm, a pair of scissors and a 
bottle of glue and tell him to furnish 
you a summer camp in the Adiron- 
dacks, such as he would like to live in; 
then suggest thnt he fix up a scene in 
Cnnada in the winter time, with ski- 
ing, skating, and so on. 

The way to interest the little chap 
is to excite his imagination first. De- 
scribe to him in detail the interior, 
then the exterior, of a camp in the 
woods; then tell him to cut out from 
the catalogue nil the pictures which 
have anything to do with tent life. 
These include guns, fishing rods, boats, 
cooking utensils, cots, etc. Clothing 
for summer camping will probably be 
Illustrated by pictures of men or wom- 
en dressed in these garments. These 
figures may be grouped round a tiro 
or standing la a canoe or climbing the 
mountains. 

When the child has a number of il- 
lustrations cut out let him use his in- 
genuity to furnish the scene. Much 
can be done if the mother can draw a 
bit. In such a cuse she could outline 
on the first pnge the inside of a bare 
tent, to be furnished by the child. On 
the second page could be the outside 
of the tent, with the mountain In the 
background nnd a lake at one side. 

Further interest can be added to this 
game by giving the little one a set of 
crayons with which to color the pic- 
tured scenes. Water colors are a joy 
to children if they can be arranged in 
such a way that the water will not 
spill. An excellent way to do this is 
to give the child a sewing board. 
Where the board is cut out in a curve 
it will fit into the body, and the paints 
may be placed on Its flat surface with 
no danger of upsetting them.

FACTORY EQUIPMENT. 

mproved Methods Have Increased Ef- 
ficiency and Output. 

The manufacturer of today Is looking 
for production first, last and all the 
time, and he hesitates at nothing which 
will increase Ills output and improve 
the productive efficiency of Ills factory. 
The development of the factory Itself 
has kept pace with the Improved meth- 
ods of manufacture, and it has changed 
from a grimy. Ill-lighted place with oily 
floors aud smoky windows, to a clean, 
well lighted aud roomy building, with 
floors which are swept and cleansed 
daily. The change In machine tools Is 
also very marked, heavier construction 
throughout being the rule, giving great- 
er rigidity and mukIug t i>os8lble the use 
of coarser feeds than was permissible 
on the lighter machines. Speeds and 
feeds can be rapidly changed to suit 
any condition and the shifting of belts 
has been very nearly eliminated. 
Guards are provided for the safety of 
the operator aud convenience of han- 
dling has pecelved a great deal of at- 
tention. Individual motor drives are 
now obtainable ou any of the modern 
machine tools, nnd progressive manu- 
facturers are tending more aud more 
to adopt this method of developing 
power. Without a doubt the time is 
not far distant when the up to date 
factory will have entirely dispensed 
with cumbersome Hue shafting and 
countershafts and will have adopted 
the individual motor drive to the exclu- 
sion of the old methods. 

In connection with Improved methods 
of manufacture, we must not forget 
the Important factor of high speed 
steel, w’hich has revolutionized cutting 
speeds, and lias thereby greatly In- 
creased production. As a matter of 
fact, the advent of high speed steel 
has been one of the primary causes 
Influencing the development of the 
modern machine tool. 

Overhead traveling cranes nnd Indi- 
vidual air or electric hoists are con- 
sidered a necessity in the modern fac- 
tory in order to handle the work to the 
best advantage, w’Uile motor driven 
shop trucks carrying heavy loads roll 
silently from one department to an- 
other in a fraction of the time former- 
ly required w’ben work was carted 
around the shop by a laborer pulling 
or pushing u hand truck.— Engineering 
Magazine.

How to Make a Palm Thrive. 

Almost every housewife complains 
that It Is impossible to keep a palm in 
the ordinary steam beuted apartment.

Once u week the leuves should he 
sponged off with lukewarm water, to 
which u little milk bus been lidded. 

Once a week ulso the plant should 
he placed for two hours la enough 
lukewarm water to cover the pot en- 
tirely.

How to Use Adhesive Plaster In Un- 
usual Ways. 

Adhesive plaster is useful in many 
ways, but often we never think of It 
except for covering cuts or holding 
bandages in place. Here are some of 
the “unusual uses” to which It may 
he put: If a new shoe chafes at the 
heel put u piece of adhesive pluster at 
the top of the lieel stiffening and be 
comfortable. It will save the hosiery 
If applied on the outside of the stock- 
ing when the hole first begins to make 
itself a | (parent. Use it to mend corsets 
and put it over the ends of protruding 
steels nnd bones. A strip around a jel- 
ly glass cover will make it airtight. 
Tiny strips put under the bottom of a 
rattan chair will save a repair hill. 
Put a strip into the hacks of children’s 
overshoes and they may then he put 
ou without trouble und without n shoe 
horn, which sometimes tears the rub- 
ber. When rugs curl up at the corner 
strips of the adhesive plaster will 
cause them to lie flut. If you lose your 
thimble put a strip on the eml of your 
finger. Use it to make secure your 
puckages. If warm when applied it is 
sure to stick, no mutter how much 
hard usage the package may have in 
transit. 

WORTH KNOWING. 


Apparatus Designed For Use In 
frigerators and Theater*. 

An ozone air purifier is being manu- 
factured which has been used success- 
fully in motion picture theaters and 
abattoir and rneut market refrigera- 
tors. It is stated that fish cuu be kept 
three times louger in a refrigerator 
equipped with this apparatus than 
with ice uloue, and the odors are prac- 
tically eliminated. 

The purifier, according to the Elec- 
trical World, is equipped with a rotary 
converter for transforming direct cur- 
rent to alternating current and a trans- 
former which steps the voltage up to 
the high pressures required in this 
service. An electric fun is mounted 
within the transformer case to blow 
the ozone out Into the room. To elim- 
inate tile production, of metallic oxides 
due to the ozoue coming in contact 
with the metals of the outfit, all wir- 
ing is hermetically sealed in gluss 
tubes. The design Is also such os to 
prevent nny heating, thereby avoiding 
the production of uitrous oxides.

This association 1 b composed 
descendants of George Fowle, who was 
born in England in 1610 and came to 
Concord, Mass., in 1638. Ten years 
later he removed to Charlestown, 
Mass., where he pursued the business 
of a tanner until his death there in 
1682. He had seven sons and four 
daughters and many of their descend 
ants have been prominent in the vari- 
ous walks of life. 

There is a distinguished branch of 
this family in North Carolina and an- 
other in Virginia, besides branches in 
New England and other sections of 
the country. 

Among other descendants of George 
Fowle was Sir Henry Fowle, first 
Commander of Boston Commandery 
and one of the most distinguished 
Free Masons of his time. His son, 
William Bentley Fowle, was well 
known in Boston as a teacher, com- 
piler of School text books and lec- 
turer and co-w'orker with that distin- 
guished educator, Horace Mann. Wil- 
liam Bentley Fowle, Jr., son of the 
above, was a captain in the Civil War 
and afterwards Mayor of Newton, 
Mass. Count Rumford’s maternal 
grandmother was Mary Fowle, 
daughter of Captain James Fowle of 
Woburn, 1667-1714, the first of the 
name to be born in Woburn, and of 
family which has always been prom- 
inent there, even up to the present 
day. Col. Loammi Baldwin had two 
wives, Mary and Margery Fowle, cous 
ins, grand-daughters of Major John 
Fowle, a son of Captain James Fowle. 
Abigail Adams, wife of President John 
Adams and mother of President John 
Quincy Adams, was a great-great 
grand-daughter of George Fowle. 

The Fowles have been more dis 
tinguished as merchants than in pro- 
fessional or public life.

Sound Deflection. 

Sound does not always travel through 
the air in a straight line. It often 
happens that two rones of sound are 
separated by a zone of silence. In 1908 
an explosion of dynamite on the rail- 
road then building up the Jungfrau 
was heard in two different zones. The 
first extended through a radius of for- 
ty kilometers around the explosion. 
The other began at a distance of 140 
kilometers, the sound being unheard 
in the intervening 100 kilometers. Sim- 
ilar phenomena had been observed 
elsewhere, und physicists tried to ex- 
plain them by the reflexion of the 
sound waves from certain utmospheric 
strata. Professor Fujiwhara, w’ho has 
studied such matters during volcanic 
eruptions in Japan, asserts now that 
these phenomena depend upon the di- 
rection of the wind In the middle strata 
of the atmosphere.

Uprooted straws to tin* number or 
alsuit five dozen, the size of the com 
pass of the two hands, are firmly fieri 
together in little sheaves and stowed 
away In barns After that the straw 
Is again spread out to ratcli the heavy 
summer dews and to bleach In the sun 
When the product has lieeti sufficiently 
bleached it Is put Into small bundles 
and classified 

The last step Is to cut It close above 
the first Joint from the top. when it Is 
again fieri up in small bundles contain- 
ing sixty stalks each and Is then ready 
for the market— Chicago Herald

How to Buy Cheap and Nourishing 
Meat. 

ROAST of beef costing $1 or 
$1.50 at the present time la 
not much. A hungry and 
bealtby family will probably 
finish It In one meul. You can still en- 
joy good roust beef nnd surely for less 
money, only buy the right cut. 

Nine out of ten customers ask for 
the first cuts of the rib roast Of 
course, they are the most expensive 
cuts. The fifth, sixth nnd shoulder 
ribs ore hnrdly In demand, and the 
butcher has a hard Job selling them. 
But these end ribs or shoulder ribs of 
roast beef are not only considerably 
cheaper to buy, they are richer in 
nourishment Rrd food value. When 
buying one of the three or four ribs or 
beef— say, for Instance, weighing five 
pounds— you will find that you hardly 
have sufficient ment left nfter it is 
carefully trimmed and the bone taken 
out The difference in price between 
the first cut on the rib and the last 
two cuts Is at least 0 cents n pound, 
nnd when you ask for a shoulder rib 
roast ask the butcher to insert a piece 
of suet in the center of the roast or, ft 
he has time, to lard it with thin pieces 
of fat 

Another good piece of ment for roast 
beef is the top sirloin, which is not so 
cheap, but it is recommended because 
it has no wnste. 

The next important item on the 
ment bill is chops— either lamb, pork 
or veal chops. Lamb chops, however, 
are the kind mostly demanded, and, 
of course, the demnnd is for loin nnd 
rib chops, the most expensive. 

There is the same solution as with 
steaks— buy shoulder chops; they cost 
less nnd are sweeter. This same prin- 
ciple applied again to pork chops. The 
shoulder chops are very sweet and 
tender, and the butcher will sell them 
for legs, but very few people know 
about them. 


HOW TO REMOVE OREA8E 
8POT8 FROM A GOWN. 


If you bnve a cloth gown 
which has l»een spotted with 
grease in any way. these spots 
can be removed by working at 
them from the hack-in other 
words, from the wrong side of 
the dress material. Rub into 
each spot all the French chalk 
that it will retain nnd let it stay 
all night. Then lay blotting or 
tissue paper over the chnlk and 
press with a warm Iron. The 
grease will begin to draw out 
on to the blotter or tissue paper. 
This must be changed ps the 
grease appears. The minute the 
grease is visible on the blotter 
or tissue paper the spotted sec- 
tion must be torn off nnd fresh, 
clean sections substituted. 

When all of the grease has 
been drawn up, so that the blot- 
ter is no longer soiled when the 
iron is passed over the spots, 
then brush out ail the chalk, 
nnd the spots will probably have 
disappeared. There may remain, 
however, on the right side a 
slight stain, which is not really 
i * grease, but only adherent dust. 
1 \ This should then be sponged off 
with ammonia, nnd it will be 
found nil traces of grease will 
have vanished.

How to Prepare Mutton Broth For a 
Sick Child. 

Very often a doctor calls for mutton 
broth for a sick child, and this must 
bo made separately and very careful- 
ly by the mother or nurse unless the 
cook bnppeus to be familiar with the 
process, us not only is the meat to be 
perfectly fresh, but it needs special 
cooking. The easiest way to make it 
is to procure a pound of the neck of 
the young mutton. Tell the butcher 
what it Is for, and he will know what 
to give you if he is reliable. It should 
be fresh cut and include the bones, 
but must not look stale or dark or 
have a heavy odor. 

Put this in a quart glass preserving 
Jar filled nearly to the top with cold 
water with a good sized pinch of salt 
Put oo the lid of the Jar and stand it 
in an ordinary iron pot about bolf full 
of cold water nnd place the whole 
back on tbo stove, where it con come 
to a slow boll. Let the water in the 
pot simmer gently for three hours, re- 
plenishing it ns it cooks away. This 
will steep the contents of the glass 
Jar. Do not allow it to cook bnrd, und 
do not handle it roughly or stand it on 
a stone or other cold surface when at 
length It is ready to come off the fire, 
for any ope of these things will crack 
tbo jnr and spoil the contents. 

Remove the lid from the Jnr and 
strain the contents into a bowl to cool. 
When cool, cover nnd pince in the re- 
frigerator for several hours until all 
the fnt has risen. Skim the fat off 
carefully and hent the broth ns need- 
ed. This amount will make two cup- 
fuls, which will probably be sufficient 
for one day. 

It is better to prepare fresh dally for 
every day’s use. 


How to Use Some Toilet Articles With 
Success and Satisfaction. 

For those who like to spray the hair 
with perfume, it is best to choose 
delicate flavor like lily of the valley or 
violet, and though toilet waters mny 
be had in the nonalcoholic grades, these 
are not practical for spraying the hnir. 
Duo allowance must be made for dry- 
ing out, following the use of perfume 
in this way. Of course this spraying 
is always done with an ordinary atom- 
izer. There Is a new one to be had 
with a lock catch at the neck of the 
bottle, which absolutely prevents any 
leakage. 

A toilet water in which America has 
never been surpassed is jasmine. It 
has a sweet, refreshing quality, which 
is very pleasant. It is not more costly 
than any other of the best toilet wa- 
ters, and is individual in that it is un- 
like any other, taking the place of bath 
salt with many. 

One positively becomes addicted to 
bath salts and powders. In these the 
American makes are quite as satisfac- 
tory as the imported. A new bath 
powder is pink in color. It softens the 
skin and has a most salutary effect, 
in addition to perfuming the water. 
Naturally bath powders are not to be 
added to the water in which one bathes 
the face, nor is pure alcohol to be 
used on the face except in the rarest 
Instances of nil exceptionally oily skin. 

Even bath powders must be found 
which will not clash with odors al- 

S ?ady in use. The same care should 
e exercised In the selection of soap. 
Among the sensible woman’s tubbing 
array can always be found pure white 
castile, but there are many lovely little 
round French cakes to lure one. 

How muuy women know’ how’ to in- 
dulge in the luxurious sponge bath? 
It is so easily managed that once tried, 
it will never be forgotten and not of- 
ten neglected. After the ordinary warm 
bath moisten a French wash cloth in 
fuirly hot water and partially wring 
out. Then sprinkle with a goodly 
amount of your favorite toilet water, 
and rapidly draw’ 'over the body as if 
it were a towel.

How to Clean Hardwood Furniture. 

Hardwood furniture, contrary to pop- 
ular belief, may be cleaned very nicely 
nt home If the housewife cares to take 
tlie pains. A solution or two heaping 
tablespoon fuls of suisoda to a quart of 
warm w’ater must be made first. Then 
w’ork may bo begun on tbo furniture. 
Tlie principal thing to remember In 
cleaning hard wood Is that success is 
to be found only in cleaning a small 
piece at a time and doing the work 
rapidly. 

The mixture must he put on with a 
well souped toothbrush. Tbo place 
must then be washed Immediately with 
cold water nnd dried with a soft cloth. 
When one whole chair has been com- 
pleted it should be rubbed with a mix- 
ture of two-thirds raw oil and one- 
third turpentine, with a little salt.

HOW TO DODGE WASPS. 


Lie Prone on Ground and Insects Will 
Fly By. 

A man on his first trip into the wilds 
nnd marshes of an unknown country 
with tlie United States drainage engi 
neers was struck by a unique method 
they have to escape from the attack of 
w’asps and hornets. The country trav- 
ersed is generally covered with thiek 
undergrowth, and a path has to bo cut 
through this all along the line. So 
when a big wasp nest is reuched there 
is very little warning, sometimes the 
nxmen cutting into a big one with their 
machetes. 

The person relutiug this experieneo 
w’us some sixty feet behind the nxmen 
with the instrument when all at once 
the two axuien dropped in their tracks 
as if they hud been struck by a thun- 
derbolt. The man behind and the tw 
chalnmen did likewise. While they 
were lying prone on the grass and wet 
marsh they heard whut sounded like 
bullets zoning over their heuds. One 
after the other they oume with angry 
zips. When things had quieted down 
a bit work wus continued, und tho new 
man found that to escape from wasps 
or hornets tho tiling to do was to drop 
lustauter. The insects seem to tie so 
mad that they fly in straight lines 
ulong u level and do not have time to 
hunt around for you. 

It Is said that hornets are not so 
prone to follow tills rule us wasps, but 
the wasps never vary. Men have been 
•tung to death by hornets, and horse 
and mules likewise.

Flowers, Ferns and Leaves. 


ANYBODY CAN MAKE THEM. 


Materials Are Inexpensive, and With 
a Littla Tasta and 8kill Charming 
Decorative Souvenirs of Woodland 
Walks May Thus Be Made. 

When you are out walking you often 
find beautiful lenves, ferns or delicate 
flowers that you wish you could keep. 
There Is a way to do this that requires 
no special skill. 

Smooth out each tiny leaflet of a 
fern so thnt its shape will be perfect 
Press it between newspapers and 
change them daily for the first few 
days. 

The materials that you will need to 
make transparencies are a sheet of 
Japanese paper, either gray or brown 
or a dull shade of green, a Jar of paste 
and a pair of scissors. 

After your fern Is pressed you must 
decide upon the shape of the plcturo 
that you wish. For on oblong, which is 
perhaps the best, cut two pieces of the 
Japanese paper of thq same size, large 
enough to cover the fern and leave a 
quarter of an inch margin around the 
four sides. Paste the fern lightly to 
one of these pieces of Japanese paper, 
being careful to make it He perfectly 
flat and smooth. It is a good plan to 
use very little paste. Just enough to 
make the fern stick fast to the paper. 
On top of the fern is placed the second 
piece of Japanese paper, which is 
glued to the first piece of paper 
around the outer edge. Here you have 
your picture ready to be framed. 

The next point to be decided is what 
color frame you will use. Perhaps you 
will decide on a dull gray, finding that 
it blends in very well with the delicate, 
tender green of the young fern. Again 
you cut two equal oblongs of the col- 
ored paper about two Inches wider and 
longer than the oblongs of the Japa- 
nese paper. Cut out the centers of 
these oblongs, nnd the space thus made 
must be a quarter of an inch smaller, 
both in width nnd length, than the pic- 
ture. You will notice that when you 
lay the frame on top of the picture it 
will cover the extra quarter of an inch 
of Japanese paper, or. in other words, 
the frame will overlap the picture a 
quarter of an inch. Paste the frame 
firmly to the picture around this center 
opening and then, turning the picture 
over, paste down the second piece of 
colored paper in the same way, so that 
your picture will be framed exactly 
alike on both sides. 

Now. after the outer edges of the 
frame have been glued together the 
picture will he complete. By adding a 
bit of gray ribbon by which to hang it 
up your transparency, is ready to be 
hung In the window. 

You can make all sorts of transpar- 
encies. of nil shapes and sizes, using 
dainty, delicately colored flowers or 
thin feathery grasses or some little 
leaves— anything, in fact, thnt is flat 
and can be pasted between the two 
pieces of transparent Japanese paper. 
Often ferns with Just one gnyly col- 
ored flower will make a beautiful trans- 
parency 


OCCUPATIONS FOR WOMEN. 


Great Increase In the Number Which 
They May Enter. 

Miss Mary S. Snow, research secre- 
I tnry of the New York intercollegiate 
bureau of occupations, says that many 
occupations are* open to women where 
once upon a time there was only 
teaching. 

She sn.vs that some form of social 
work seems to be the most attractive 
occupation for the college graduate. 
Many girls want to go Into libraries, 
and curator of museums Is a rather 
new occupation for women.

When to Drink Water. 

Water taken half an hour before eat- 
ing has been found most beneficial.

This mucus mixes with the food, cov- 
ers It over and keeps the gastric Juice 
from it for a short time.

It may be stated that very cold wa- 
ter at mealtime ought not to he taken 
by delicate persons, though they may 
take it in small quantities at a time 
when the stomach is empty. 

Ilot water will he found very bene- 
ficial to dyspeptics n half an hour or 
so before eating. It warms tho stom- 
ach, brings more blood to it. cleanses 
it of foul matter uud mucus and in 
many ways produces a good effect

WOMEN AND GOLF 


Valuable Hints For Those Learn- 
ing to Play the Game. 

MASTERY OF RULES NEEDED. 


Grounding In the Elements an Im- 
portant Point For the Beginner-— To 

Become Expert One Must Combine 

Theory With Technical Skill. 

Women players of golf, especially 
beginners, are Inclined to swing the 
club so far around that they are 
thrown off their balance und the club 
swings the womnn instead of the wo- 
man the club, says a writer in the 
Outlook. This fault can be corrected 
by keeping a tight grip on the club at 
all times during the swing, ns it is 
the loosened hold that allows the head 
of the club to drop too near the 
ground. In the drive, which requires 
the fullest swing of any of the strokes 
except perhaps the hrassie shot, the 
shnft of the club at the top of the 
swing should not go beyond the hori- 
zontal. 

There is another point that women 
players, even experienced ones, are 
apt to neglect, and that is the rules of 
the game. There have been many 
matches in which players have been 
disqualified through the unconscious 
disregard or breaking of some rule. A 
book of general rules can be purchas- 
ed at any place where golf clubs are 
sold, nnd the local or ground rules of 
each club are printed on the score 
cards of that club, so there is no ex- 
cuse for any one being in a state of 
ignorance. 

If there is any short cut to learning 
golf it is through careful study of the 
reasons for everything. Once the prin- 
ciples of the strokes nre mastered a 
few months of regular and Intelligent 
practice will make any oblebodied wo- 
mun a fair player, but years of prac- 
tice without scientific knowledge of tho 
game will bring very uncertuin results. 
A womnn who seriously desires to be- 
come a really good player must curb 
her desire to go out nnd whack the 
ball along. Before she ever makes a 
complete round of the links she should 
study the peculiarities of each club, 
how to stand when using it. how to 
address the ball with it. how to swing 
It nnd whnt to expect of the ball once 
the Btroke is made. After she has 
mastered these essentials and practiced 
with each club separately at suitable 
locations on the links she may piece 
together all she has learned and play 
a whole game, but not before. 

It is possible and perfectly permis- 
sible to wriggle the feet from side to 
side until they are comfortably and 
firmly settled. Tills may seem rather 
an unimportnut suggestion, hut it is 
next to impossible to keep the body 
from swaying either sldewuys or for- 
ward unless u firm base is established, 
nnd if the body swuys the accuracy of 
the stroke is gone. 

Women ure rather inclined to walk 
up to the ball nnd hit it without taking 
the time to arrange themselves proper- 
ly. After all. only n fraction of n min- 
ute is required to find the best possi- 
ble position, and the habit once ac- 
quired becomes practically automatic.

If you speak to some people about 
dirty milk, you frequently hear the 
remark: 

I have lived all these years and 
used milk just as it came, dirt, bac- 
teria and all. This milk question do«% 
not interest me.” 

Such people fail to realize that in 
the old days many a milk-born epi- 
demic occurred, many an infant died 
through impure milk, but the dangers 
were not known, and so the blame 
was placed on sewer-gas, bad air from 
the soil, or the will of Divine Provi- 
dence. 

But our knowledge concerning milk 
and its relation to health has changed, 
and, just as we know that clean milk 
is the best and cheapest food obtain- 
able, we also know that dirty milk is 
dear at any price. 

The argument that the freshest milk 
is the safest cannot be substantiated 
by the facts, for even certified milk 
may, at times, contain dangers that 
cannot be known until their effects 
are seen or felt. 

In this connection Professor M. J. 
Roseneau has recently said: “A cer- 
tain dairyman in Boston produced an 
exceptionally clean and satisfactory 
milk for twenty-eight years. One day 
last Spring it became contaminated 
with the discharges from a case of 
sore throat,” and as a result of this, 
Boston had an epidemic of tonsilitis 
with hundreds of cases. If such 
things can happen to a supply that 
was all produced within a short dis- 
tance of Boston and was fresh and 
clean, what can be expected of any 
raw’ milk? 

As a matter of fact, health officers 
and sanitarians throughout the world 
are beginning to realize that it is 
practically impossible to produce milk 
that will always be safe in the raw 
state, and as a result we find that the 
City of New York and the City of 
Chicago have ordinances requiring the 
pasteurization of all but the milk from 
tuberculin tested cow’s. 

In Wakefield last February a milker 
on a dairy infected about 200 people 
with streptococcus sore throat. The 
man was taken sick with quinsy on 
February 3. His abscesses discharged 
within a few days and the man was 
able to go back to work by Feb. 25. 
His wife also had a Bore throat and 
cold in the head, but she, too, was able 
to go back to bottling on Feb. 25. 

Cases of tonsilitis among consumers 
of milk from this dairy began to de- 
velop on the evening of Feb. 26. The 
cases multiplied rapidly from that 
date to March 4. On March 3 the 
health authorities discovered the 
source of infection and took action. 

The number of cases reported de- 
clined rapidly from the fourth to the 
seventh, and after the latter date a 
few cases developed from contact with 
existing cases. But it was evident 
that the source of the infection had 
been done away with. About 200 cases 
of sore throat w’ere brought to the 
attention of the health authorities in 
ten days. 

The infected people w’ere not very 
sick. They had sore throat, head- 
ache, suppurating ears, quinsy, and 
enlarged neck glands. In some cases 
the neck glands remained swollen for 
several weeks. 

The infection did not travel to the 
abdomen or elsewhere in the body. 
It remained localized in the head and 
neck. 

This is noted because occasionally 
someone asks if milk-borne strep- 
tococcus infections are not always 
fatal. They are not. 

The state laboratory found the in- 
fecting coccus to be streptococcus, 
The field inspectors traced the infec- 
tion back to one dairy and then to the 
one milker and his wife. 

What was done? The milker and 
his wife were made to stop milking. 
The milk was pasteurized. As the 
dairyman had no facilities for pas- 
teurising, it was necessary to carry 
on the process without apparatus. 

The milk was placed in bottles. The 


bottles were set in a wooden vat, which 
was filled with water to the top of 
the bottles, but not over them. Then 
live steam was run into the vat until 
the temperature of the water reached 
145 degrees. It was held at that tem- 
perature for 30 minutes. 

These two simple expedients stopped 
the epidemic within two days. 

It never occurred to the milker that 
he and his quinsy could harm any- 
body. He did more harm in three 
days than he will live long enough to 
offset 

The average milker knows about as 
much about the harm that he can do as 
did this man. It is just this fact which 
makes so many health officers believe 
that no raw milk should be sold. The 
law’ should require all milk to be pas- 
teurized.

From 1893 to 1896 he was fellow 
nd extension lecturer at the Univer- 
ity of Chicago, from which he re- 
vived his Ph. D. degree in Semitics in 
896. From 1896 to 1900 he was pro- 
essor of the English Bible and social 


sciences at Wells College in Aurora, 
N. Y. In 1901 he accepted a call to 
the Congregational Church at South 
WeBt Harbor, Me., but in 1904 re- 
signed his pastorate there on account 
of ill health. 

In 1908 he became pastor of the 
West Parish Church, at Andover and 
remained there until, on account of 
failing health, he again resigned and 
moved to Auburndale where he spent 
his last days in the home of his boy- 
hood, the same house where his 
mother had founded the Walker Home 
for Missionary Children. 

In 1896 he married, at Auburndale, 
Mary Ladd Smith, daughter of Rev. 
William Spooner Smith. Beside his 
widow he is survived by a son, Wen- 
dell Augustus Walker, a brother, 
Frederic W. Walker of Brookline and 
two sisters, Harriet E. Walker of 
Brookline and Mrs. John P. Harding 
of Ixmgmeadow.

HEARING ON SIX CENT FARES 


CHANGES IN TEACHING S1AFF 


Little Public Interest In This Important Matter Manifested This School opens Next Monday with Many New 
Week Belore the Public Service Commission Teachers 


Mr. W. F. Bartholomew of West 
Newton is a well-known broker and a 
member of the Arm of Thompson, 
Towle & Co. When he went down to 
Maine, he said he was going to Tocoet 
Camp, Belgrade. While Mr. Bartholo- 
mew was away, Mr. Towle wanted to 
reach him by telephone and called for 
Tocoet Camp, Belgrade. Miss Fitz- 
gerald, assistant chief operator of 
Boston Toll, tried to complete the call, 
but found no Tocoet Camp at Bel- 
grade. She learned there was a To- 
coet Camp at China Lake, which camp 
she called, but there was no Mr. Bar- 
tholomew there. Miss Fitzgerald then 
started in to call every town border- 
ing on Belgrade Lake, and the Mercer 
operator called every camp that was 
connected by telephone. One of the 
campers thus called volunteered the 
information that there was a Mr. Bar- 
tholomew at Joyce Camp, which is 
connected to the Rome exchange. 
Yes, Mr. Bartholomew Was there, and 
though he was out on the lake fishing, 
he was quickly called to the shore 
and got Mr. Towle’s message.

NEW RECTOR CALLED 


At a meeting of the Parish of the 
Messiah, West Newton and Auburn- 
dale, held September 8th, an unani- 
mous call was extended to Rev. Harry 
Beal of Constableville, New York, to 
become rector of the Church of the 
Messiah October 1st when the resig- 
nation of the present rector, Reverend 
John Matteson takes effect. Mr. Beal 
is a graduate of Yale University and 
of the Cambridge Theological School. 
He comes strongly recommended by 
those who know him personally and 
are acquainted with his work in the 
parish that he has had charge of since 
his graduation from the Cambridge 
Theological School three years ago.

The hearing before the Public Serv- 
ice Commission on the proposed in- 
crease in fares on the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway lines was re- 
sumed on Tuesday morning at the 
office of the Commission, 1 Beacon 
street, Boston. 

There was apparently but little 
public interest in the matter outside 
of the company’s officers and the at- 
torneys for the various municipali- 
ties in which the company operates. 
Mr. Daniel O’Connell was the only cit-' 
izen of Newton noted in the score or 
more of persons present. 

Mr. A. A. Ballantyne, the attorney 
for the company, presented revised 
figures as to the increase in revenue 
expected from the proposed raise in 
fares estimated from Oct. 1, 1914 to 
June 30, 1916, the single fares yield- 
ing an estimated revenue of $66,179, 
the abolition of 60 ride tickets in Wel- 
lesley about $8,962, the one cent trans- 
fer in Newton & Waltham $2606 and 
the transfer in Lexington at $2129, a 
total of $79,778. 

Mr. Ballantyne gave a brief resu- 
me of the case put in last August by 
the Company stating that the Com- 
pany had a net operating deficit of 
some $266,000, that it had paid but 4% 
for the past two years in dividends, 
that the company faced an increase 
of $80,000 in extraordinary expenses 
due to necessary track repairs, chest- 
nut poles, lower steps, that the pro- 
posed depreciation item requested by 
the Commission would require $70,000 
additional, that the recent increase in 
wages caused a payment of $30,000 in 
back nay, and would require $37,000 
more for the balance of the present 
year and changes in hours of labor 
would cost some $8000. The company 
has no way of meeting these increases 
except by increasing fares, and this 
petition is only a part of a general 
movement taking place all over the 
country. 

Mr. H. H. Bond of Waltham pre- 
sented a petition asking that in con- 
sidering this matter the Commission 
also take up again the question of the 
one cent transfer now in force. 

Mr. George A. Sweetser, counsel for 
Wellesley, then asked that the Com- 
mission grant a continuance until he 
could present the testimony of an ex- 
pert engineer, who would not return 
until Sept. 14, and after some nag- 
gling the Commission agreed to hear 
this person on Sept. 17. Mr. Sweet- 
ser said this testimony would be in 
line of some criticism of present op- 
erating costs. 

Mr. Sweetser said he hoped to show 
that the public ought not to pay a 
fare in order to yield a dividend on 
present stock because the present val- 
ue of the property does not equal the 
face value of the stock and would en 
deavor to show r just what the real val- 
ue of the property on which dividends 
ought to be paid. Some operating 
costs he thought were high and the 
net result would be a total which 
would not authorize the proposed in- 
crease. Mr. Sweetser also intimated 
that the 6 cent restriction in the orig- 
inal location might still be maintained 
and he might take it to court for set- 
tlement. He did not claim that the 
stock was watered or that, money rep- 
resented was not actually put into 
this property. He did claim a depre- 
ciation in values and that certain 
property was not now in use. He be- 
lieved that when the Newton & Bos- 
ton property was taken over wita a 
deficit of $280,000, that the M. & B. Co. 


issued its stock for something which 
did not exist, and claimed that this 
transaction would never have taken 
place had the Newton & Boston been 
owned by persons not Interested in 
the M. & B. Co. 

General Manager George M. Cox 
then testified that the Company ob- 
tained its power from the Edison Co. 
under a ten year contract made in 
1909 at a cost of .9174 per killowatt, 
and a yearly expense of some $183,- 
000. The entire system being operat- 
ed by Edison power. That the Com- 
pany had an unused power plant at So. 
Framingham carried at $96,000, one at 
Newton at $168,000 and one at Lex- 
ington at $141,000. These could all 
be used again if considerable repairs 
were made. He also testified that 
when the Natick & Cochituate Co. was 
taken over it had a surplus of $17,000 
and had paid in 1892 a dividend of 
53%. This statement caused Chair- 
man McLeod to remark "those were 
the happy days.” In discussing the 
power question Mr. Cox stated that 
the Edison Co. penalized them when- 
ever they used excess power at the 
rate of 20 cents per killowatt and that 
his company had arrangements with 
the Elevated to supply some excess 
power needed at certain times at Lake 
street at a rate of two cents. The 
Company had paid the Edison Co. 
some $9600 in penalties in 1914. 

Wednesday morning was taken up 
by the examination of General Mana- 
ger Cox by Selectman Moseley of 
Needham and Town Counsel Burns 
of Natick. Mr. Moseley sought to 
learn from Mr. Cox why there were 
differences of several thousand dol- 
lars in the cost of electrical current 
in the years of 1900 to 1906. Mr. Cox 
said that the differences were due to 
repairs and the cost of coal. 

There was a lengthy discussion be- 
tween Chairman McLeod of the Com- 
mission and Attorney Ballantyne as 
to why the company kept the machin- 
ery in the unused power stations at 
Lexington and Newton Centre. 

“There is a question as to whether 
it is proper to allow tktf company to 
keep old and inadequate machinery 
idle in power stations which are not 
producing current and to charge its 
idleness to the passengers,” said 
Chairman McLeod. 

Attorney Ballantyne* stated that the 
reason for keeping the machinery in 
the power stations was for emergency 
and obtaining a lower rate for the 
current which. the company buys from 
the Edison Co. Chairman McLeod 
said that he could not see any reason 
why the rate of fare should depend 
on any property which is not in use. 

Chairman McLeod suggested that 
the Middlesex & Boston secure figures 
on what the unused machinery could 
be sold for. 

Mr. Moseley stated to the Commls-

Rion that the floating debt of $453,- 
000, which had accumulated in mu 
past 20 years, demonstrated that the 
road bad not been managed in a busi- 
nesslike way, but that the passengers 
should not be called upon to pay for 
improper management. 

Attorney Ballantyne answered that 
the debt was an honest one, and that 
the community owes the Middlesex 
Boston a debt. 

Chairman McLeod said that the 
Newton Street railroad had had a 5 
cent fare before the consolidation and 
that he questioned obliging the people 
along the line of the original Newton 
Street line to pay for a deficit on the 
Middlesex & Boston. 

Attorney Ballantyne said that the 
Middlesex & Boston had not been a 
bonanza for anybody. 

Attorney Bond, addressing the Com- 
mission stated that the lines which 
were not paying propositions before 
the consolidation are not paying lines 
today, and that the original Newton 
Street Railway should not be allowed 
to carry 10 unprofitable lines on tne 
Middlesex & Boston system. He said 
that there was no community interest 
between Waltham and Billerica or 
many other towns served by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston. 

Mr. Cox, in a reply to a question, 
said that he believed the physical con- 
dition of the Middlesex & Boston com- 
pared favorably with that of any other 
railroad line in Massachusetts outside 
of Boston. 

Mr. Bond stated to the Commission 
that the reports of the original New- 
ton Street Railroad showed that it 
was paying a dividend of 5 per cent 
for many years and that since the con- 
solidation the original Newton Street 
Railroad had paid % of the entire 
dividend of the Middlesex & Boston 
system. 

In emamining General Manager Geo. 
M. Cox, Selectman Moseley of Need- 
ham brought out that the company 
expected to receive in addition to its 
present revenue $90,000 annually if 
the fare increase is granted, but that 
only $37,000 would be used to pay the 
increased wages of its employees. The 
rest of the money, Mr. Cox said, was 
needed for repairs. Mr. Moseley in- 
troduced a circular issued by Lee, 
Higginson & Co. In connection with 
a sale of bonds for the Middlesex & 
Boston in which appeared a letter 
signed by President James L. Richards 
written on Jan. 29, 1912, in which Mr. 
Richards said: "The physical condi- 
tion of the road is maintained at the 
highest point of efficiency.” 

An appraisal of the property of the 
Company made in 1912 was submitted 
showing a valuation of $3,127,718.16 
on a book value of $3,613,025.45, a de- 
preciation of about $485,000.

Economy 

Hints

T IIE delight of enntp life lies in 
Its utter freedom mid the re- 
duction of «»* things to their 
utmost simplicity. This very 
simplicity culls for much common sense 
In planning the kitchen arrangements, 
for the recipes of ordinary life ore not 
prnctlcnl without markets near at hand. 

It is in most instances possible to 
procure chickens, fresh eggs and milk, 
which, of course, make the menus less 
monotonous than if one is reduced to 
ovnpornted' nnd condensed milk nnd 
deslccnted eggs, though much that Is 
edible may he contrived even with 
these supplies. 

Fish is a staple of camp menus, for 
usually the comp is near water. In 
preparing fish there are several general 
rules to follow. First, olive oil is best 
to fry them In. nnd. next to oil, butter; 
second, only large fish should he boiled; 
third, any flsh that are to be fried must 
be wiped dr)’ or they will absorb too 
much grease, nnd the fat must he very 
hot before the flsh are put in; fourth, 
if tiie flsh have been caught in muddy 
water rub salt on the backbone nnd 
put them in strong brine for nn hour 
or more before cooking. 

In the autumn birds will probably be 
a foremost part of the menu, and to 
roast them with their feathers on is 
the easiest and the primitive way. 
Open the bird as usual nnd draw it; 
then cover it with wet clay, bury it 
in hot coals nnd in forty minutes tnke 
it from the coals and peel off tiie clay, 
and the fenthers and skin will come 
also. This is a guide’s method. 

Eggs may be roasted in the coals or, 
rather, in hot ashes. Cover them and 
keep enough fire on top to insure 
steady heat, and in six minutes they 
will be done. 

Soup for cold days is more than ac- 
ceptable. Totato soup is ut once nour- 
ishing and delicious. I'eel nnd cut into 
slices a pound of potutoes. Chop up 
two onions and put nil into a suuce- 
pnn with nn ounce of fat. Cook for 
five minutes with a lid over the pan; 
then ndd li pint of water and boil gen- 
tly until all are reduced to a pulp. 
Add half an ouuee of washed sago and 
a pint of mill;. Cook again until the 
sago Is transparent; theu season with 
pepper ami salt. 

Fruits, except berries, are almost un- 
known iq the average camp. Lemons 
must be provided, and dried fruits 
make many good things. Where fresh 
berries or other fruits are at hand a 
sauce made from them is often a sub- 
stitute for milk and sugar. Ball the 
fresh fruit until It is pulp und can be 
mashed. Tress Jt through cheesecloth, 
sweeten according to taste, and when 
it is to be served heat it nnd. if de- 
sired, ndd spices. 

This sauce Is excellent on rogrod, a 
favorite dish of the Sw’edes and Nor- 
wegians. To make it take one und a 
half quarts of water and add one and 
a half quurts of acid fruit Juice and 
two heaping cupfuls of sugar. Let 
these ingredients come to a boll with 
a stick of cinnamon tied in cheese- 
cloth, which is, of course, taken out 
later. While the mixture is boiling 
stir in slowly so that It will not he 
lumpy a pound of sonked sngo or a 
pound and a half of arrowroot; then 
boil it for fifteen minutes nnd turn 
into cups to cool and form. 

Air halls are another good dessert. 
Muke a dough as for cream of tartar 
biscuits and cut in small squares. 
Fry these in exceedingly hot fat like 
doughnuts, lay them on paper to drain 
off the grease, then dip them In hot 
simmered molasses. Serve them hot. 


£ HOW TO MAKE COVER FOR 
TELEPHONE BOOK. 

A very convenient and attrac- 
tive cover may he made Tor the 
telephone directory by sewing 
dark colored burlap or tapestry 
over pieces of pasteboard, the of- 
fending paper covers of tile hook 
being tucked Inside enveloped 
straps of tiie fabric on the inner 
sides of the manufactured cover. 

A two Inch strip of the mate- 
rial left between the two stiff 
hoards will fit over the hack of 
the hook, and tapes sewed to the 
ends of these strips and fastened 
within the hook, about Its cen- 
ter, will keep the directory se- 
curely within Its artistically col- 
ored Jacket If snap buttons are 
sewed to the ends of the tnpes 
the hook will close more flatly 
than if the tnpes are tied in 
bowknot.

A WORD TO THE WISE. 


How to Make Two Dreasee Look Like 
Four. 

Lust summer u clever giri with very 
few pennies made two drosses look 
like four, which is. you will admit, 
quite an accomplishment There is no 
reuson why her example cannot be fol- 
lowed this year. 

She bought materials for two ratine 
dresses, one of blue und one white. 
She made them exactly alike, with 
belted Russian couts with rather short 
tunics. The blue coat had a white col- 
lar and cuffs, and the white coat had 
a Iduc collar and cuffs. The blue skirt 
was a little more elaborate than tiie 
white, as it was meant for church 
wea r. 

When she wanted a variety she 
changed coats, wearing the blue coat 
with the white skirt and vice versa. 
With the addition of a black straw 
shade hut de< united witli a wreath of 
field flowers and a stiff white walking 
hat with a black quilt, she was either 
very dressy or quite tailor made. Tiie 
coats required no blouse beneath and 
so were not too warm for even very 
hot days, hut either skirt could he 
worn with a pretty lingerie blouse if 
she so desired. 


PACKING HINT. 


How to Remove Superfluous Hair. 

The French method of removing su- 
perfluous hair consists of applying per- 
oxide and ammonia to tiie offending 
skin on alternate nights. The treat- 
ment will have to he continued for sev- 
eral mouths before it will destroy the 
hair, but there will tie no danger of the 
hair ever returning. 


How to Hang Away and 8tora Various 
Garments. 

Heavy outdoor garments should be 
hung on a well pudded coat hunger, 
with the weight eutirely suspended 
from the shoulders. One piece dresses 
Bbould he huug In the same wuy, held 
with a light, loose stitch taken lu the 
shoulders of the gartueul. The sleeves 
of dresses and blouses which are to he 
hung lu wardrobes and closets should 
be stuffed with tissue paper. 

Light colored dresses that are apt to 
fade and soil readily should lie pro- 
tected from all danger of dust by being 
hung lu fitted bags of calico or muslin, 
which slip on over the hanger and are 
rounded in shape at the top to fit the 
shoulder or curve line or the hanger. 
These coverings are made long and 
deep, reaching several Inches below the 
lower edge of the dress and button at 
the top over the hanger. Blue tissue 
puper should always he pluced between 
packed away white materials that are 
not washable, such as tine lace, chiffon, 
silk and satin. 

Waists and dresses of chlffou and 
similar materials need most careful 
packing Not only should such gar- 
ments he thoroughly padded to hold 
their slui|>e. but fiat pieces of tissue pa- 
per should also he laid over each fold 
or fullness lu the material after creas- 
ing or turning It to tit Into the space. 

When packing no creases should 
ever lie left without padding, or the 
“(•reuses will become deep and so murk- 
ed In the material that it is apt to be- 
come cut or to wear out at this point 
Stuff the sleeves of coats with tissue 
pnper. Lay creased pads of the tissue 
paper on the Inside of the coat down 
each side. Tut more padding in the 
bust Fold the arms over the front 
of the coat If it is necessnry to bend 
the sleeves do so between the elbows 
and cuffs. Under the crease lay pad- 
ding. over which fold the sleeve, if' 
the skirt of the coat Is long It should 
be folded over from the back to the 
front to tit the coat Into the straight 
line at the sides. In these creases lay 
more padding. 

The hat which is to be pucked away 
at the end of tiie season should first 
be very carefully cleaned and freed 
from all dust both In the bat itself and 
In the trimming. It is better to rip off 
the trimming, as It will probably not 
be used In the nume way next season. 
If It Is ribbon or silk roll it carefully 
on stiff paper. The crown of the hat 
should be stuffed out with tissue pnper 
and the brim fastened ns flat and 
smooth as possible. 

The Important thing in the packing 
and keeping of furs Is thorough clean- 
liness. They should be carefully 
shaken nnd exposed to the sun und 
fresh air for at least twenty-four hours 
before packing away. Wrap them In 
dark brown paper and hang in n dark, 
cool place. They should never be pack- 
ed tightly, as this flattens down the 
hair and makes it hard to raise. It is 
better to hang them up. 

Scarfs and coats should be hung upon 
hangers, covered with paper and then 
sewed Into light muslin or linen hags. 
Muffs should be hung upon a rod. held 
by heavy cords at each end and stuff- 
ed out. nnd should never be laid togeth- 
er flatly with the weight of one muff 
pressing down upon unotber. 

How to Take Proper Care of Your 
Shoes and Boots. 

To prevent shoes from creuklng put 
a small quantity of linseed oil on a 
plute or shallow pun and stand tiie 
sole of the shoe in It for n few hours. 
The creuk will disappear, nnd the shoe 
will also’last longer on account of this 
treatment. To soften leuther there Is 
nothing so penetrating and softening as 
I ueatufoot oil. It will enter where oth- 
er oils will not make a surface impres- 
sion. 

By proper care you can muke rubber 
overshoes last much longer. After 
wearing them, while they are still 
damp, do not plnce them ueur a fire 
to dry, as the heat will crack and 
draw them up. If they are cut they 
can be neatly mended with u piece of 
thin rubber placed on the inside with 
a little glqe. such as is used for bicy- 
cle tires. When they begin to look old 
and rusty they may lie restored to the 
original black by applying a little 
vusellne or sweet oil with a flannel 
cloth. Always keep them in a cool, 
dry place. 

If rubtier boots wear out at the feet 
they tnay still be made quite useful 
by slipping a puir of sung lilting rub- 
ber slioes over them. To dry rubber 
boots quickly put a couple of quarts 
of oats in a baking pan and heat In 
the oven. When very hot pour Into 
the boots uud let stand until they are 
dry, which will be In about an hour.

THE YAQUIS’ 
REVENGE

Every American of uk at the silver 
mines had turned out with the Mex- 
ican soldiery to help drive the Yuquls 
back to their hiding place In the moun- 
tains. It was a case of self preserva- 
tion with us. When the Yaqui was on 
a raid he made no difference between 
the property or sculp of nn American 
nnd a Mexican. He owned the land 
before Cortez appeared. The process 
of weeding him out Is still going on. 

And so when the news entile In that 
the Ynquis had taken the warpath and 
killed or driven off the men at the 80I- 
tnlto mine above us we turned out with 
the 300 soldiers sent up to hieet the 
war party nnd drive It back. 

For three duys we fought the Yuquls 
before we got them on the retreut. It 
was not enough, however, that we hnd 
saved the big mines und 500 almost de- 
fenseless people. Orders came to the 
colonel to push on after the retreating 
Indians nnd hold them up if possible 
and exterminate them. We went with 
them to see the tiling through und be- 
cause they had need of our rifles 
and of our sbnrpshooting. Once among 
the mountains the soldiers could no 
longer move In n body. There was 
constant fighting, but the Indians were 
continually forced back. By nnd by 
they hnd reached the women nnd chil- 
dren nnd their stronghold, nnd the 
Mexican colonel rubbed bis hands nnd 
Inughed and said: 

“We have got them penned up at 
lust, and not one shall escape. It Is 
the best show’ we have had for half a 
century to exteruiiuute them.” 

The stronghold of the Indians was a 
series of rifts and caves in the face of 
the mountain. There w’as but one 
path leading to It. Tliut w’ound over a 
number of ridges nnd then dipped 
down into a basin w’hich bad a circum- 
ference of about half a tulle. The colo- 
nel’s plan was to advance the wiiole 
force into this basin when night fell, 
nnd. taking cover behind the bow’lders 
lying thickly beneath the caves, we 
should be ready at daylight to begin 
the work of extermination. While a 
portion of the troopers kept up n fire to 
prevent the Ynquis from leaving their 
caves auother portion would collect 
fuel nnd smoke them to death. We 
were not nverse to dealing the Indians 
a hurd blow nnd one to be remember- 
ed. but we did not go in for the ex- 
ternilnution of n thousand souls at 
once, more than hulf of w’hom were 
women nud children. 

“Gentlemen, you are not under my 
commund.” said the colonel us he rub- 
bed bis hands nnd smiled, “nnd you 
will therefore decide for yourselves. 
When darkness comes my commund 
will march down into the basin. For 
fifteen years I have been hunting the 
Yaquis. For fifteen years 1 have been 
hoping for just this chance." 

They could uot charge us with cow- 
ardice. but w’ben our decision not to 
support them In a mnssnere was made 
know’ll there were smiles nnd expres- 
sions of contempt. 

An hour nfter dark the soldiers left 
us nnd went marching In single file 
dow’tt into the basin. 1 do not believe 
the first man had yet descended Into 
the basin when we suddenly caught 
sight of a signal fire to the right. 

The Ynquis were not to be surprised. 
During the next hour the whole side of. 
the mountain showed signals at inter- 
vals. and then there was an interval 
of three hours, during which not u light 
was to be seen. At midnight from the 
center of the mountain n signal fire 
suddenly blitzed out. It did not last 
more than a minute and was follow- 
ed by a noise none of us could make 
out. It was like the roaring of a gale 
In u narrow’ gorge of the mountains, 
nnd we had been listening to It for per 
baps ten minutes when from the dark 
basin beneath us arose such :t cry us 
few’ men ever heard. 

“In the name of God, wlmt enn It 
be?" asked each man of his comrade, 
but no one could answer. Down there 
In the midnight blackness some terri- 
ble tragedy was being enacted, but we 
must w’nlt for daylight to solve it. The 
roaring, rushing sound came to us aft- 
er the scream died away, but more 
softly than at first. From that hour 
till dawn came there was uo signaling, 
no noise, nothing to prove that there 
was life iu the mountains beyond our 
little band.

pnid the Norumhega Park Co. for 
maintenance of parks" something 
like $7500 nnd also paid $3,276 In 1913 
ns a part of the advertising of the 
parks. Mr. Cox stated that these 
parks developed a very profitable rail- 
way business, estimated as a million 
passengers nt Norumbcgn and 230,000 
at Lexington Park. The Park Co. on 
$60,000 capital had paid 12 r /r dividends 
In 1913 and one of 17H r ; In 1912. The 
lloston Suburban Co. controlling all 
these properties borrows money nt 4 r /o 
and the M. & B. Co. pays 6 %•. 

Yesterday morning there was con- 
siderable haggling by the different at- 
torneys, most of which appeared a 
sheer waste of time to the average 
layman. Mr. Bond went Into the cost 
of power generated at t’.-.e Lexington 
plant previous to Its discontinuance 
nnd there was more discussion over 
the rates paid for electricity. There 
wa8 also some testimony ns to the 
$43,000 needed for extraordinary re- 
pairs, which Mr. Bond intimated ought 
not to be paid from operating ex- 
penses. He nlso brought out that the 
Company had n bookkeeping account 
of some $43,000 reserve for employers 
liability and some $8,000 reserve for 
accidents. 

It was also brought out that the 
Boston Suburban Co. also controlled 
another subsidiary corporation pre- 
vious to the 1909 consolidation known 
ns the Suburban Manufacturing Co. 
with a capital of $50,000 and which 
sold power, installed street railway 
properties nnd sold supplies to the 
various corporations now consolidat- 
ed. It was dissolved in 1909 and paid 
dividends of 10% In 1907 nnd 6 % in 
1908. 

Mayor Kearns of Waltham was 
heard In the afternoon 

"We object,” he said, "to paying for 
the transportation of persons in other 
sections of the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway. Every line In Wal- 
tham shows u profit to the company, 
and with the increase of population 
the profits will be comparatively 
lareer. 

"Waltham feels that It never re- 
ceived a fair break and should never 
have been compelled to pay for 
transfer. However, it is claimed that 
increased wages to railway em 
ployes Is responsible for the desired 
increase. Waltham. If that is true, Is 
willing to do its share. If a raise Is 
necessary in fare we will hear our 
burden, but in that case the transfer 
penny must be done away with. What- 
ever is done, Waltham wants to get 
rid of paying for a transfer.” 

A. L. Taylor, town counsel of Bed 
ford, said that the citizens of Bedford 
wanted it understood that no matter 
what fare was decided on it should 
cover from center to center. 

Representative Edward Carr of Hop 
kinton asked the commission If it de 
elded to give the railway company a 
six-cent rate that some special provi- 
sion be made for working people who 
travel every day. At present they use 
50-trip tickets at 5 cents a trip. Mgr. 
Cox said that 50-trip books would be 
abolished and a straight six-cent fare 
charged. 

The Waltham petition is as follows: 
"In 1907, the South Middlesex Com- 
pany, then in the hands of a Receiver, 
because of insolvency, sold out its 
property to a new corporation, the 
Middlesex & Boston Company tho 
property being taken over without al- 
lowance for the stock of the old com- 
pany which was wiped out, 

In 1908 the Natick and Cochituate 
Company and the Westboro — Hopkin- 
ton Company were consolidated with 
the Middlesex & Boston. The former 
line had been fairly prosperous, al- 
though small, and had paid reasonable 
dividends. The latter, a still smaller 
company, had showed an annual deficit 
almost continuously. 

In 1900 the Middlesex & Boston ab- 
sorbed the Newton & Boston Company, 
a road that had for many years past 
been a losing proposition on a large 
scale. Its annual deficits had been as 
follows:

1904 27,941.00 

1905 18,704.24 

1906 26,699.62 

1907 30,358.77 

1908 19,234.29 

1909 19,991.90 

Its accumulated deficit including 

the above and previous years was then 
$281,692.14. 

An examination of its earnings 
shows that U had lost over one cent 
on every passenger which it had car 
ried in the previous ten years. 

In the same year (1909), the Middle- 
sex & Boston took in the Newton 
Street Company,— a company which 
hud itself previously absorbed the 
Commonwealth avenue und Wellesley 
& Boston Companies in 1903. 

The Newton Street Company which 
is the one serving Waltham and in 
which we are vitally interested, had 
for many years prior, shown a won 
derfully good earning power. Its sur 
plus for dividends had runged as fol 
lows :

At the time of its consolidation, 
had a surplus in Its treasury of $84, 
375.31 — a sum that went far towards 
wiping out the bad condition in the 
Newton & Boston treasury. 

In 1912 the Lexington & Boston 
Coiupuny was consolidated — the last 
of the lines to be merged in the system 
us u part of the corporation. This 
was another of those highly uuproflt 
able lines that the promoters of this 
system had seen fit to develop. 

Its operations had shown the follow 
lug deficits: —

At tho time of Its consolidation, It 

had accumulated deficit of $35,522.27. 

Note that this made a 9 per cent im- 
pairment of the stock of the Lexington 
& Boston Company, and that the stock 
of the Newton & Boston Company was 
not only Impaired hut wholly wiped 
out by the deficit of that company, 
leaving the compnny Insolvent. And 
yet these two companies were consol- 
idated with the M. & B. by exchanging 
their stock share for share for the 
stock of the M. &. B. 

This, in brief, is the history of the 
present system. But it should be 
borne in mind that the control of all 
of these various companies has been 
ested In the Boston Suburban Elec- 
tric Company since as early as 1901 — 
owns directors upon the boards of 
that company holding the controlling 
Interest In the various units, and issu- 
ing Its own stock against the same. 
In other words, it has been a trustee 
for the various stockholders, and in 
addition formerly owned the Waltham 
Gas & Electric Light Company, and 
owns the Norumhega Company plac- 
ing Its qwn directors upon the boards 
of these corporations to control them. 

The M. & B. Company since these 
consolidations has been a fairly pros- 
perous system, having earned suffici- 
ently to pay dividends as follows upon 
its enlarged capital: — 

1909 6 per cent on $1,487,000 

1910 2 per cent on $1,487,000 

1911 5 per cent on $1,487,000 

1912 6V6 per cent on $1,487,000 

1913 4 per cent on $1, ‘987,000 

1914 4 per cent on $1,987,000 

It is true that the company points 
to its present deficit of $265,754.54 as 
showing that the company is not pros- 
perous. But this is entirely due to its 
having absorbed two companies that 
had enormous deficits — the Newton & 
Boston and the Lexington & Boston, 
— these deficits together totalling 
$337,214.41. 

In other ways the system has been 
increasingly prosperous. In the last 
five years its number of passengers 
has increased at an average of about 
800,000 per year. In every year its 
gross revenues have increased, and 
also Its net revenue applicable to div- 
idends. Its net revenue in 1914 ($80,- 
294.68) is the largest In its history 
enabling the company to pay its 4 
per cent dividend and apply a small 
amount to reducing its deficit. 

In the face of these facts, what does 
the road advance for increasing fares? 

While the attorneys for the road 
have not argued their cases as yei. 
we may, however, gather from their 
opening and from the exhibits, that 
they have filed that they rely 

1. Upon the increase of wages 
awarded employees In the arbitration 
proceedings; and 

2. Upon the increased cost of oper- 
ation in other ways as compared with 
earlier years,— i. e. "the increased cost 
of railroad living.” 

That especial emphasis is laid on 
the item of wages can be seen from 
the warning of the road’s attorney 
during the arbitration proceedings, 
that if wages were increased, they 
would be compelled to increase fares 
or decrease facilities. 

What does the increase of wages 
amount to? In back pay the men are 
awarded $24,532.66. To this amount 
the company voluntarily added $6,167.- 
75, making a total of $29,680.41. Had 
this been deducted from the earnings 
of- the past year, the road would still 
have been able to pay 2% per cent 
dividends. 

What increase does this new wage 
scale mean for the coming year? It 
is estimated by the accountants of the 
Public Service Commission to amount 
to $7,452.24. In other words when 
conditions are adjusted to the new 
scale, this item will not affect the 
dividend rate more than 1-3 per cent. 
To state the same figures in a different 
way, the increased cost of carrying a 
single passenger, due to the increase 
of wages is exactly 0.00038 cents, — 
less than four-hundredths of a penny. 
Yet on the basis of this, they ask us 
each to pay an additional cent. 

To what else since the increased 
wages do not warrant increase of 
fares, can the company point to Jus- 
tify its claim. 

They point to the fact that it now 
costs 19.05 cents per car mile to op- 
erate, as against 16.08 cents in 1901, 
and 14.83 cents in 1902; and to the 
fact that their earnings per car mile 
(19.89 cents in 1901 and 18.41 rents 
in 1902) have only increased to 26.62 
cents in 1914. But the above shows 
that the net earnings were only 3.81 
cents in 1901, 3.58 cents in 1902, and 
7.67 cents in 1914. In other words the 
company earns above operating ex- 
penses twice as much as it did in the 
earliest years. 

But during the sume period it has 
permitted its floating indebtedness and 
other fixed charges to increase dis- 
proportionately. Today its fixed 
charges per car mile are 5.42 cents, as 
against 3.20 cents in 1901. 

In spite of tills the net earnings per 
pussenger have increased from 0.91 
cents in 1911 to 11.4 cents in 1914. 

But what his caused this increase 
in operating expense? Why does it 
cost more to move an electric car one 
mile today than it did ten years ago? 
The answer is POWER. And when 
we reach tills point we have readied 
the crux of the whole mutter. Why 
in spite of the steudy advance in elec- 
trical science, should this system, 
sixth in point of trackage und cars 
operated, in Massachusetts, be paying 
far more for its power than formerly. 

The answer is to be found in the 
history of the Boston Suburban Elec- 
tric, furnished, up to the year 1909, 
the bulk of t tie power required by the 
M. Hi B. system. The company paid 
for its power per car mile 4.8 cents in 
1914, und only 4.3 cents in 1908. But 
in spite of this lower rate, the Wal- 
t ha in Gas & Electric Light t’ompuny 
was a highly prosperous concern, pay 
it»K 12V4 per cent dividends. Yet in 
1909 the Boston Suburban Company 
sold out the Wultham (Jus Company 
to the Edison Compuny for $1,100,000. 
— equivalent to a distribution of $240 
a share on the stock of the Waltham 
G. & E. L. (’ouipauy. And simultane- 
ously tile M. & li. Company (owned, 
remember, by the Bostou Suburban 
Electric Company) signed a ten year 
contract with the Edison Company for 
its power. Recall, also, that the ma- 
jority of the directors of the Waltham

G. & E. L. Company were also direct- 
ors of the M. & U. Company and the 
Boston Suburban Electric Company. 

By this contract, the M. & B. Com- 
pany pays today a rate per car mile 
for its power that is among the highest 
in the State. 

Do not be misled Into treaMng this 
as a small matter. It is a email 
amount per car mile, but the Company 
spent in 1914 for power, $178,796.80. 
Were it securing its power under the 
same economical arrangement as 
formerly, it would have spent $14,000 
less for its power, an amount far in 
excess of the $7,452 required to in- 
crease its employees’ wages during the 
coming year. This Baving would have 
been equivalent to a dividend of 2-3 
of one per ceitf. 

In 1901 the Company spent for 
power only 3.4 cents per car mile. 
Compare this with the 4.8 cents for 
1914, an increase of $63,230.04 in the 
cost of operation for 1914. 

Here, then, in the item of Power, 
an item greatly increased and need- 
lessly by the very officers of the pres- 
ent system, is the real explanation of 
the increased cost of railroad living. 

Turn, now, to the increase in fixed 
charges. What is the explanation of. 
this? 

It is in large part due to the fact 
that this company has for years been 
borrowing most of its money of the 
Boston Suburban Electric Company, 
— at six per cent. In other words, 
these companies, with the same offi- 
cers and directors, have been putting 
a heavy burden on the M. & B. for 
interest charges, and reaping a cor- 
responding concealed profit for the 
Boston Suburban Electric Company. 
It is a handing of money from one 
pr.eket to the other with a handsome 
margin of profit for doing It. For it 
costs the B. S. E. Company only 4 
per cent when it secures money, as in 
1909, on an issue of 10 years unsecured 
notes amounting to $1,100,000; and 
this same money goes to the M. & B. 
at 6 per cent. This extra 2 per cent 
on the $1,216,000 which the M. & B. 
now owes the B. S. C. Company 
amounts to $24,300 each year. Why 
should not the M. & B. save this large 
sum? Why should not its directors 
acting as directors of the B. S. E. 
Company, vote to give the M. & B. the 
same advantageous rate of interest 
that the B. S. E. Company itself se- 
cured? There is a reason, and we will 
point this out further on. 

The foregoing, we believe, points 
out the reasons for the increase of 
expenses of the company in large 
part, and points to economies which 
would give the road a far larger sum 
than it needs for increased wages, or 
reasonable increase in dividends. 
But these items are not all. There 
are others that taken together, show 
a large waste. 

The Norumhega Park Company, for 
instance, is paid $7600 a year “for the 
business which it develops for the M. 
& B. Company.” The Park Company 
owns both Norumhega and Lexington 
Parks. In addition, the railway com- 
pany paid in 1913 $3276.51 as one-half 
the advertising expenses of the parks. 

Why should the M. & B. pay $10,- 
776.61 annually toward maintaining 
these parks? It is true that they fur- 
nish an incentive to travel, but equal- 
ly true that did the M. & B. refuse to 
furnish extra and numerous care to 
the Parks at great expense, the lat- 
ter would be a total loss. The Nor- 
umbega Company is owned entirely by 
the B. S. E. Company, and therein is

the explanation. They are\ willing 
that the M. & B. Company Bhould pay 
this large amount needlessly, because 
It comes back to themselves Into that 
pocket, — the treasury of the B. 8 . E. 
Co. 

Do you realize what this expendi- 
ture means. It means a dally ex- 
penditure for a season of 100 days of 
$107.76. This amount is dally given 
away. 

We hear the railway rejoin, “Yes, 
but look at the increased business the 
parks develop!” 

But business developed to have a 
value must be profitable. It costs the 
road 1.44 cents for every passenger 
it carries, so that their daily payment 
is equivalent to carrying over 7400 
passengers a day free to these parks. 
If any more than that are carried, the 
road makes 1.44 cents profit on eacn. 
But how many are carried daily to 
these parks? More than 7400? Mors 
than 740,000 for the season? We be- 
lieve that this payment unwarranted 
and unnecessary, wipes out the whole 
of the profit to the road from the oper- 
ation of these park extras, and feel 
that either the parks should be di- 
vorced from the railway and made 
self-supporting, or that they should be 
owned by the railway, as is the cus- 
tom throughout Massachusetts, and 
the profits therefrom disclosed to the 
public. In that way our parkB would 
no longer be a burden on the railway 
system, and a concealed excuse for 
demanding increased fares the year 
round. 

We cannot foresee just what other 
wastes may be disclosed during the 
present investigation. We do not yet 
know why (without paying any in- 
crease of wages) it costs the M. & B. 
over $33,000 more in 1914 to operate 
the same car miles than in 1913. 

We do not know why the office ex- 
penses are over $6600 in excess of 
1913. 

We do not know what portion of 
the $32,000 for insurance is being ac- 
tually used, and what part is being 
put away for a rainy day. But we 
feel that this is not a time for pre- 
paring for rainy days. 

We do not know what portion of 
the $33,000 set aside for damages la 
really required for pending claims and 
what is for another rainy day fund. 

We do not know why wages cost 
the company $55,000 more in 1914 than 
In 1913, before any arbitration award. 

We do not know why so much em- 
phasis is laid on the need of the com- 
pany for $43,500 to repair its tracks 
for we find that it has spent $38,000 in 
1911, $46,000 in 1912, $34,000 in 1913, 
and $40,000 in 1914 for this same kind 
of work. Therefore we do not see 
how this expense can be called an ex- 
traordinary expense beyond the usual 
requirements. 

We do not know why the company 
demands an extra $1500 for repairing 
seat cushions. We all know that the 
seats need the repairs, but the com- 
pany has spent large amounts annual- 
ly on its car repairs, — in 1914, $44,987, 
— and we feel that the cushions can be 
replaced from such ordinary disburse- 
ments the coming year. 

We are asked to increase fares in 
order that a reserve for depreciation 
may be accumulated. The company 
requests the following amounts for 
this purpose this year, — 

4 per cent on cars, electric 

equipment and misc. 
property $45,376.67 

5 per cent on power stations 
and storage batteries $21,626.43 

The accountants of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission report that in their 
judgment these amounts are excess- 
ive and we humbly agree. What a 
proper charge should be depends en 
tirely upon the amounts which the 
company has been expending from 
year to year upon the upkeep of its 
property, and for this and for a care 
ful appraisal of its property, we must 
rely upon the Public Service Commis- 
sion. But we do protest against pay- 
ing a depreciation charge upon an idle 
power plant that must remain idle 
until 1919, which is the date to which 
this company has tied its own hands 
from making its power at an economi- 
cal rate. If we must have these power 
plants idle, if we must pay 4 per cent 
dividends upon the $400,000 invest- 
ments which they represent, is it fair 
to make us pay in addition an annual 
charge of $ 21,000 for their deprecia- 
tion. 

Turning now to a detailed consid- 
eration of the lines operating in Wal- 
tham and known as the Waltham Div 
ision, we have for the first time dls 
closed the relation in which these 
lines stand financially to the rest of 
the system. From a statement pre 
pared at this time by the accountants 
of the Public Service Commission, we 
learn that the earnings of these lines 
in 1914 were as follows: —

These figures should be compared 
with the operating cost per ear mile 
(19.05) and the fixed charges per car 
mile (5.42 cents), a total of 24.47 cents. 
This comparison shows that each of 
the Waltham lines was highly profit- 
able, the earnings of the Main line 
32.62 cents per car mile, being the 
largest of any line on the system. 

The same statement reveals the fact 
that the following lines fall below the 
operating expense nnd fixed charges 
of 24.47 cents per car mile, 

Com. Ave. Div. Auburndale line 21.62 

Highlands line 19.28 

N. & B. Div. Main line 23.43

In other words, 10 of the 22 lines 
are being operated at a loss. Of these 
the only one entering Waltham is the 
Lexington line. 

The Waltham Division therefore, 
earned $56,634.36 in 1914 above all ex- 
penses and fixed charges, — an amount 
equal to three-fourths of the net earn- 
ings of the entire M. & B. system. 
And yet it is on these lines that it Is 
proposed to raise the fares to carry 
still further the burden of ten un- 
profitable roads. 

We also know that these five Wal- 
tham lines have been increasingly pro- 
fitable from year to year. Compare 
their earning power per car mile in 
1913 with that of 1914.

The company . tells us that the in- 
crease of fares proposed will yiela 
approximately $92,000. On the basis 
of last year’s travel, and with no nor- 
mal increase thereof, it will yield 
$62,523 on the Waltham Division J 
alone. This, then, is what the pro- 
posed increase means to Waltham, as 
a large part of this amount must be 
borne by our citizens. 

But. is such an increase justified? 
Is it justified when the increase in 
wages on the Waltham Division alone 
has been only $10,000? When the in- 
crease for the whole system will be 
only $37,000? 

is it justified while these directors 
continue to manipulate the finances 
of the road so as to conceal its real 
net earnings? 

Every dollar that these directors, 
acting as the directors also of the B. S. 
E. Co., can take out of the pocket of 
the M. & B. on some apparently legit- 
imate claim, thereby reduces the lai- 
ter’s apparent earnings, and tends to 
justify their demand for increased 
fares at a time such as this. And in 
this lies the explanation of those con- 
solidations, share for share, with In- 
solvent and impaired roads; those 
payments to the B. S. E. Co. treasury 
via the treasury of the Norumbega 
Park Company; that extra 2 per cent 
on the $1,215,000 which they charge 
the M. & B. for money; and their will- 
ingness to sell out that profitable cor- 
poration, the Waltham Gas & Electric 
Company, distribute the large pro- 
ceeds among themselves, and saddle 
the M. & B. Company with an expens- 
ive power contract. 

The gentlemen behind this system 
since 1901 have never been guided in 
their dividend declarations by the act- 
ual earnings of the system as a w’hole. 
In every year Bince they thus con- 
trolled every branch of these lines 
down to 1913, they have declared div- 
idends in excess of the net earnings 
of the system as a whole. These div- 
idends for the years 1901 to 1914 inclu- 
sive total $644,527.50, and the net earn- 
ings for the same period only $389,- 
116.64. In other words, the dividends 
have exceeded the net earnings by 
approximately $255,000, which, 
strangely enough, is almost the exact 
amount of the present deficit of w hich 
they complain. 

This sum of $255,000, if It had been 
kept in the treasury, would today re- 
duce the floating indebtedness propor- 
tionately, and thus reduce the inter- 
est charges by $15,300 a year, almost 
equivalent to a 1 per cent dividend. 

But such has never been the policy 
of the men behind this system. Even 
if some of the branches were operat- 
ing regularly at an annual loss, they 
continued to pay out of the others as 
large a dividend as their separate 
earnings would permit, allowing the 
unprofitable lines to accumulate their 
deficit. It would seem that this proc- 
ess was carried on as long as could 
be safely done, namely, until the cap- 
ital of the Newton & Boston was wiped 
out, und the cupital of the Lexington 
& Boston seriously impaired, — and 
has resulted in the deplorable situa- 
tion in which the affairs of the road 
are now involved.

NEWTONVILLE LADIES RETURN 

Miss Harriet C. Morse of Court 
street who. with her mother. Mrs. 
George W. Morse, returned Monday 
from Europe, had a most exciting 
time getting away from the "war- 
zone.” On Saturday notices were 
posted in Paris that Americans had 
only 24 hours to get out of the city, 
and Miss Morse and her mother 
made three attempts before they fin- 
ally succeeded. 

The crowds and confusion were 
something terrible; soldiers drilling 
in the streets; women screaming, 
crying and fainting; families saying 
good-bye; train loads of soldiers ar- 
riving. At the railroad station the 
scene was indescribable and for hours 
they couldn’t get near a train. 

After struggling for six hours they 
finally succeeded in getting a train 
on Sunday, hut were compelled to 
leave all their baggage behind. 

There were 1500 people left who 
were unable to get accommodations. 
They met new difficulties in trying to 
get aboard a steamer at Boulogne 
and 2000 people were left behind. 

The conditions in Paris were most 
deplorable; there was very little food 
in the cafes; no waiters and no cash- 
iers; hotels nearly all closed, and the 
city was in total darkness at night ; 
no omnibuses or trains were running 
and stores and theatres were all 
closed. 

In London there was a fearful de- 
pression ; no business, everybody 
frightened and refugees arriving on 
every train. Americans who had lost 
everything and seen horrors and pri- 
vations were constantly arriving. 

The boat on which they returned 
was crowded to overflowing and peo- 
ple were thankful to get a chance to 
return in the steerage. 

The trip over was anything hut 
pleasant, as the boats were in dark- 
ness, not daring even to blow the 
fog-horn.

Fruit should be boiled as soon 
ns (Ktssible after being gath- 
ered. 

Always use the best sugnr 
nnd in the right proportions. 
Cheap sugnr is unsatisfactory 
nnd is no economy, resulting in 
no saving. 

As n genernl rule one pound 
of fruit requires one pound of 
sugar, but this vnrles slightly 
with the amount nnd kind of 
fruit. 

Always use a copper or china 
lined pan nnd stir with n wooden 
spoon. 

The fruit must be boiled 
quickly nnd stirred frequently if 
the color Htid flavor are to tie of 
the best. 

Overboiling destroys both col- 
or nnd flavor. Hnlf nn hour to 
forty minutes Is long enough to 
boll most jams. 

Store. If iMissiblo. In glass Jars, 
so that any sign of fermentation 
or mold may be detected. 

.Tnnis must be stored in n cool, 
dry cupboard. 

If the fruit Is preferred whole 
boll a sirup before adding the 
fruit. 


Color Hints. 

The'tendency nt present Is very large- 
ly In favor of dark colors, says the 
Dry Goods Economist navy blue nnd 
brown being particularly desirable. 
There has also been more Interest 
shown In black than for n number of 
years. Dark shades of green are being 
used to a considerable extent, but even 
for opening pieces there have been 
fewer light colors shown than for a 
number of sensons. When light shades 
ore employed sand nnd putty colors are 
being tnken.

The Atonement of Blood — How It 
Was Consummated and How the 
Vengeance of the Viotore Was Sat- 
isfied — Coolness of the Unfortunate 
Prince. 

No more tragic incident Is recorded 
In history than the execution of Mnxl- 
inlllnn. Half n century ago a younger 
brother of the Emperor Francis Joseph 
wus sent to rule Mexico. Together with 
his wife, he sat upon the frail throne, 
even thtfn tottering. How he failed in 
another story, but wheu he was taken 
prisoner be prepared biuiBelf for death 
—the red death of war. 

In a volume written some years ago 
Major John N. Edwards pictures graph- 
ically the closing hours of the tall, 
handsome prince w'ho would be king 
ns follows: 

Tho morning broke fair und white In 
the sky, and at 0:30 o’clock three car- 
riages drew up in front of the main 
gate of the convent of Capuchins. 
The bells rang in all the steeples, there 
were soldiers everywhere, und long 
lines of glittering steel that rose and 
fell in yet the soft, sweet hush of the 
morning. 

In tho tlrst carriage got Muximillan 
and Father Soria, a priest. In the sec- 
ond carriage there came Mlrainon and 
his priest, in the third Mejia and his. 
Then the solemn cortege started. • • • 
All the people were in the street. On 
the faces of the multitude there were 
evidences of genuine und unaffected 
sorrow. Some among the crowd lifted 
their bats as the victims passed along, 
some turned away their heads and 
wept, and some, even among the sol- 
diers and amid the hostile runks of the 
Liberals, fell upon their knees and 
wept 

The place of surrender wns to be 
the place of execution. Northwest of 
the city a mile or more the Hill of the 
Bells (El Cerro de las Campanas) up- 
reared Itself. It was Inclosed on three 
sides by G.000 soldiers of all arms, leav- 
ing the reur or uncovered side resting 
upon u wall. 

It wus 7:30 o’clock when the car- 
riages halted at the place of execution. 
Maximilian was tho first to alight. He 
stepped proudly down, took a handker- 
chief from his pocket nnd his bat from 
his bead and beckoned for one of bis 
Mexican servants to approach. The 
mun came. 

••Take these,” the emperor said. 
They are all I have to give.” 

The faithful Indian took them, kissed 
them, cried over them, fell upon his 
knees a few moments in prayer to the 
good God for the good master and 
arose a hero. * " 

In front of the dead wall three cross- 
es hud been firmly embedded in the 
ground. On each side was a placard 
bearing the name of the victim to be 
immolated there. That upon the right 
was where the emperor was to be shot, 
that in the center was Mlramon. that 
upon the left for the grim old stoic and 
fighter Mejia. 

Maximilian walked firmly to his 
place. The three men embraced each 
other three times. To Mejia he said: 
"We will meet in heaven.** 

Mejia bowed, smiled and laid his 
hand upon his heart 
To Mlramon he said: 

"Brave men are respected by sover- 
eigns. Permit me to give you the 
place of honor.” 

As he suld this be took Mlramon gen- 
tly by the arm and led him to the cen- 
ter cross, embracing him for the last 
time. 

Escobedo wus not on the ground. An 
aid-de-comp, however, brought permis- 
sion for each of the victims to deliver 
a farewell address. The emperor spoko 
briefly. Mlramon drew from his pocket 
a small piece of paper and reud. 

When Mlramon hod ceased reading 
Mnxitnlliuu placed his hand on his 
breast, threw up his head and cried in 
a slngunrly calm and penetrating 
voice, “Fire!" 

Eighteen muskets were discharged as 
one musket. MeJIu nnd Mlramon died 
instantly. Four bullets struck the em- 
peror. three in the left nnd one in the 
right breast. Three of these bullets 
passed entirely through his body, com- 
ing out high up on tlie left shoulder; 
the other remained embedded in the 
right lung. The emperor fell a little 
sideways nnd upon his rigid side, ex- 
claiming utmost gently nnd sadly: 

“Ob, hombre. houibre! Oh. man! Oh, 
man!” 

He was not yet dead. A soldier went 
up close to him and fired into ills 
stomach. The emperor moved slightly 
as if still sensible to pain. Another 
iume out of the tiring purty and. put- 
ting the muzzle of Ids musket up close 
to Ids breast, shot him fairly through 
the heart. 

The tragedy wus ended. Mexican 
vengeance wns satisfied: the soul of 
the unfortunate prince wus with its 
God. and until the judgment day the 
blood of one who was too young and 
too gentle to die will cry out from the 
ground even as the blocd of Abel.

A VISION IN RED EAGLE LAKE.

It Couldn’t Have Been a Dream, tha 
Angler Admite That, Nor a Bear, Nor 
a Shark, Though It Did Look Lika a 
Dog, but Anyhow and Luckily It Got 
Away. 

In camp on Red Engle lake In the 
Glacier National park, devoured by 
mosquitoes ns big as cultures, as fierce 
as tigers nnd as numerous ns drops of 
water In the Pacific ocean! 

This is a bad beginning for n fish 
story. The language seems to suggest 
that the narrator has already become 
unreliable. As a matter of fact, phrases 
which are strictly accurate may be 
palpably misleading. 

The language of hyperbole Is needed 
to present an adequate picture. Per- 
haps the mosquitoes are not quite so 
big or fierce or numerous us stated, but 
they seem to be. 

But to the fish story. And the lan- 
guage of vivid metaphor shall be laid 
aside. What follows Is fact — un- 
adorned. unexnggcruted fact. I could 
not have dreamed it. I cannot even 
now that I have begun to put pen to 
paper hope to tell it in such a way as 
to bring the scene with realizing ear- 
nestness before the eye of my brother 
anglers. 

It was evening. I wns on the lake 
alone in my little ennvas boat Tho 
fishing had been good. I was return- 
ing to camp satisfied. The sack of tlsb, 
my fishing kit, discarded tackle, the 
net, etc., lying at the bottom of the 
bout, it seemed safer to leave the rod 
to poke out over the stern, the files 
trailing the water— out of mischief, ns 
I thought, where they could not get 
tangled with uny of the truck. 

So I rowed ulong gently, happy In 
the slaughter I hud accomplished nnd 
wishing my friends had been with me 
to do their share. And the rod shot 
over the stern of the boat before my 
very eyes! 

I bad the presence of mind not to 
make a forward dart aiul grab for it 
as it disappeared. Sucb a violent move- 
ment would undoubtedly have col- 
lapsed my collapsible boat I sat In 
speechless amazement, too. startled for 
thought. 

And then close by a mighty splash- 
ing and plunging. I turned and saw 
on the top of the wuter something 
swimming, a red brown Jiead nnd 
shoulders. I was frightened. It was 
so huge. 

I thought of a bear, of u shark, nnd 
stories of sen monsters flashed through 
my mind. The thing wus -swimming 
slowly.* What 1 could see of 4t look- 
ed for all the world like tbe-head of a 
inugniflcent St Bernard dog I used to 
own. , 

Then 1 came to myself. I realized that 
this was a fish of a species not known 
to me and of an incredible, unbeard of 
size. He bad taken my fly, bad book- 
ed himself on to the rod which he bad 
dragged overboard and was swimming 
slowly because he wns drawing it 
along the bottom of the lake.’ 

I chased him. He dived, came up 
again with u splashing like that of 
an elephant in a pond and smashed 
down again. Almost I could keep up 
with him. so slowly did be swim and 
so much time did he waste in bis 
frantic efforts to get free. 

If I had been able to row properly, 
facing in a direction opposite to the 
one in which I whs moving, 1 believe 
I could have overtaken him. But I 
needed to keep my eye on him, nnd 
so had to backwater with the oars, 
losing power at every stroke. I was 
thinking slowly. I was still too stun- 
ned to think normally. I was puzzled 
by the fact that such a monster did 
not break my frail tackle in a mo- 
ment There wns no resistance so long 
ns the forty yards of line continued 
to unwind or the rod to move ensily 
through the water. 

As often as he swung over nnd drop- 
ped down on the six foot leader It sim- 
ply yielded beneath him.

“Ara longa, 
vita brevis," “Art is long, life is short.”

NEWTON OWNED STEAMER 

New England trade through the 
Panama Canal is inaugurated -with the 
sailing this week, of the Emery Steam- 
ship Company’s "Atlantic” scheduled 
to leave Mystic wharf this week. The 
“Atlantic” carries a full cargo of New 
England manufactures for San Fran- 
cisco and Portland, Oregon, and will 
leave those ports about October 15, on 
the return trip to Boston. 

This initial trip of a Boston ship, 
made in a Massachusetts shipyard and 
operated by a Massachusetts company, 
is highly significant. It marks the 
beginning of a trade certain to grow 
to immense proportions. Not only did 
the “Atlantic” go out with a full 
cargo, but the sister ship, “Pacific,’* 
which is scheduled to leave Mystic 
wharf September 25, already has sev- 
eral shipments scheduled, and tho 
prospect ig favorable for a heavy 
cargo for this vessel. The “Pacific” 
will operate between Boston and the 
Pacific ports of San Francisco, Seat- 
tle and Tacoma. 

From twenty to twenty-five days 
will be required to make the trip from 
Boston to San Francisco. These ves- 
sels will handle cargo only, no provis- 
ion being made for passenger traffic. 
It is understood that the rates are 
greatly to the advantage of the New 
England shipper. 

These ships are each of 9000 tons 
cargo capacity, and a full cargo rep- 
resents the loads of several hundred 
freight cars.— Current Affairs.

CHICAGO, HI., Aug. 23 (Special).— 
Fire insurance men are endeavoring 
to impress upon the public the import- 
ance of special care in the matter of 
fire prevention at this particular time. 

Normal losses have been heavy, and 
if a serious conflagration should come 
the existing financial and banking con- 
ditions would produce an unusual re- 
sult. It would be necessary for the 
companies to sell large amounts of 
securities to pay a loss of that magni- 
tude, and with the stock exchanges 
closed this would be impossible, no 
matter what great sacrifices they 
might be willing to make as to price 
in order to meet their obligations 
promptly. A conflagration just at this 
time, with its destruction of values 
and its disturbance of financial con- 
ditions would be serious. 

That the situation is appreciated by 
business men generally is shown by 
the action of Marshall Field & Co., 
who have instructed the heads of all 
departments and the managers of all 
factories, warehouses, garages and 
other properties to be exceptionally 
careful at this time as regards fire 
hazard. The notice, issued by Ar- 
thur Hawxhurst, manager of the In- 
surance Department, is as follows: 

“Owing to the terrible state of af- 
fairs in Europe, which affects the en- 
tire United States more or less in 
every direction, this depar t m e n t 
wishes now to call your particular 
attention to the results of sustaining 
a loss by fire. As the stock exchanges 
are closed the insurance companies 
would have no market for their secur- 
ities in case they were called upon for 
a large amount of money for losses 
that might be sustained by an exten- 
sive fire or conflagration. Naturally, 
they look for the help of every one to 
prevent Buch occurring. 

"It is the duty of every assured, be 
he a householder or an employe, to 
take every wise precaution to pre- 
vent fire and its dire results at all 
times, particularly so at the present 
time. Consequently we call upon 
every employe in every department in 
all parts of our business to be more 
than watchful and careful in this re- 
gard, and every department head will 
be expected to make this a personal 
matter with those under him, to see 
that this is carried out. 

"A loss of a property now not only 
means a money loss of the property 
but a loss of a plant, which at the 
present time will be most desirable 
to have in service, not alone for the 
good of the house, but for the welfare 
of the employes themselves. Let every 
one read this notice carefully, and let 
the wisdom of it impress itself upon 
him or her as the case may be." — 
Journal of Commerce and Commercial 
Bulletin.

ELECTRICS COLLIDE 

Harrow Escape For Many Passengers At 
Cties'nu! Hill 


A nnrrow escape from a serious ac- 
cident took place last Saturday after- 
noon about 3.30 o’clock when two elec- 
tric cars of the Boston and Worcester 
line collided on Boylston street, a 
quarter of a mile west of the Chestnut 
Hill transfer point. 

Car 101, In charge of mntorman 
Howlson and conductor Keudnll, had 
pulled Into Chestnut Hill and dis- 
charged its passengers. The motor- 
man shifted ends and started back on 
the inbound rail to a crossover which 
would bring his car onto a middle 
track used for storing spare cars. 

Before this car had entirely cleared 
the crossover and while it was in a 
diagonal position across the tracks, 
car 141, In charge of motorman Moody 
and conductor Capenger, came nlong 
on the inbound track from the direc- 
tion of Wellesley. They Bideswlped 
with sufficient force to drive each into 
the roadway on either side of the res- 
ervation. 

The empty car was nearly bowled 
over. The inward-bound car, contain- 
ing about 20 passengers, went tearing 
along the reservation until the soft 
earth dug up by the forward trucks 
piled high enough to afford an effective 
check on its progress. 

Instantly there was a panic among 
the passengers and a hurried scrambl- 
ing for the doors. The cars were not 
seriously damaged. The sides which 
came in contact were scratched, one 
step and the journal boxes on each 
car being torn off. 

One of the male passengers sus- 
tained cuts from a falling electric 
light bulb. The others were cut and 
bruised by being thrown against the 
seats. 

A wrecking crew worked for more 
than two hours to get the damaged 
cars back on the rails. The workmen 
used another car to pull the Inward- 
bound car back on the rail and this 
was finally derailed also. 

The accident caused a serious mix- 
up in handling passengers, they being 
obliged to walk from Chestnut Hill to 
a point beyond the scene of the acci- 
dent to reach outgoing cars. 

The names of the injured persons 
were carefully guarded by the rail- 
road officials. Those hurt were treated 
at the Chestnut Hill waiting room and 
then hurried away. It is known that 
none suffered from anything more 
serious than cuts and bruises of the 
hands. 

General Manager Shaw of the Bos- 
ton & Worcester Road was on the 
scene of the accident sometime after- 
ward, but was not prepared to state 
definitely what its cause was, though 
he intimated that it was probably due 
to a mixup in judgment upon the part 
of a motorman regarding the right of 
way.

These Progressive candidates are not 
In the Republican primary for the 
purpose of uniting the two parties. 
One of them has stated within a few 
weeks that he was totally opposed to 
Republican principles and poT1rte«, 
and his only object in seeking the Re- 
publican nomination is to receive an 
election to the House, whore he will 
do everything in his power to defeat 
Republican measures. 

Republican voters should carefully 
consider this situation and govern 
themselves accordingly. 

The hearings before the Public 
Service Commission on the matter of 
a six-cent fare have been Interesting 
and have thrown some light on the 
business management of a street rail- 
way corporation, but the remonstrants 
have failed to make out much of a 
case against the Increase. Mr. Ball- 
antyne, the attorney for the Company, 
has had the better of every argument, 
and has handled the railway side with 
skill and discretion. 

While there is some question raised 
as to the advisability of including 
$400,000 of abandoned power property 
in the assets of the Company, and a 
criticism of the wdsdom of operating 
by Edison power, the main facts of 
the Company’s case are apparently 
proven and it is highly probable that 
a six-cent fare will soon be allowed 
by the Commission.

Pat- 
rick Condon for retirement under vet- 
eran pension, Mary J. Bicknell for 
soldiers’ relief, A. T. Robinson for 
abatement of sewer assessment. West 
et al for sidewalks Newtonville ave- 
nue. Eliza Nagle for soldiers’ relief, 
Ranson et al for laying out of Ransom 
road, Estes et al for sewer in Water- 
town street, and the Telephone Com- 
pany for attachments and relocations 
in various streets.’

Ransom road and Watertown street, 
hearings assigned for Oct. 5 on laying 
out of Ionia street, for the widening 
of Otis street and on laying a^side- 
walk on Harvard street. $29,817 was 
granted for city expenses to Oct. 31 
a call issued for the state primary 
Sept. 22. appropriations transferred 
for Temporary Clerks. Assessing 
Dept., and for payment of insurance 
on Citv Home, and $S. a month sol- 
diers’ relief granted Mary J. Bicknell. 

The order for the State primary 
was opposed by Alderman Murphy 
who objected to the hours of 6 A. M. 
to 4.30 P. M. He believed it discrim- 
inated against a large number of citi- 
zens who were unable to vote Until 
they returned from work. He believed 
the primary was of more importance 
than the election and that everybody 
should take part in choosing party 
candidates. He favored the former 
hours of 12 M. to 9 P. M. Alderman 
Bemis thought the primary hours 
should be the same as election day, to 
avoid confusion. The elections, he 
said were complicated enough as they 
were, and it would be easier for the 
voter to have the hours the same. The 
City Clerk told the board that Boston 
was to vote from 6 A. M. to 8 P. M. 
this year and after some discussion 
the order was changed to these .hours 
and adopted.

Private bequests aggregating $1,- 
000,000 nnd public bequests of $70,000 
are mnde under the will of Eleazer D. 
Chamberlin of Newton, who died Aug. 

The public bequests are $10,000 each 
to Boston Y. M. C. Union, Instructiv 
District Nursing Association, Mnssn 
chusetts Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, Children's .Mis 
sion to the Children of the Destitute, 
Farm and Trades School nnd Unitar 
inn Service Pension; $5000 each to the 
Burnap Free Home for Aged Women 
Dorchester, and the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for Jhe Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 

The Farm nnd Trades School 
Thompson's Island, which was be 
queathed $10,000 by the late Eleazer 
D. Chamberlin of Newton, is a private 
school for worthy boys, which during 
the present year has celebrated its 
100th year of existence. The school 
was started in the North End of Bos- 
ton, during the War or 1812, when 
Boston had a population less than 
that of Newton today. At that time 
there was not a single agency in this 
pnrt of the country whose object i 
the care and education of boys in 
need. In 1832 the school was moved 
from the midst of the city to its pres- 
ent location, where with an area of 157 
acres, it was possible to put into prac- 
tice the idea of making agriculture 
the basis of education. As time went 
on the teaching of various trades was 
added, so that today the school holds 
foremost rank in America in agricul- 
tural and industrial education. It 
also has the oldost boys’ band in the 
country, organized in 1S57, and the 
band always has one or more of its 
graduates in the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. The school was the first in 
America to introduce sloyd, and it hns 
a boys’ city government more than 
20 years old. 

The capacity of the school is 100 
boys, and at the last meeting of the 
admission committee there were 33 
applicants for the seven vacancies, 
the applications coming from all over 
New England. The school is sup- 
ported by endowment and tuition fees, 
but these are not sufficient to meet its 
expenses, and constant dependence is 
on donations and bequests. 

In the first century of its existence 
the school educated 2169 boys. Dur- 
ing the civil war 40 graduates ana 
undergraduates, and four instructors 
served on the Union side. At the re- 
cent centennial celebration the alumni 
presented to the school a gift of $1700. 

The school has had but four super- 
intendents, the present superinten- 
dent, Charles H. Bradley, A. M., being 
in his 27th year, while his predecessor 
served 33 years. It is managed quiet- 
ly and efficiently, and as was recently 
said, its management has always been 
by men in whose keeping was the 
conscience of New England.’*

NEW TRANSFER POINTS DESIRED 

A change in the transfer schedules 
of the Middlesex and Boston Street 
Railway Company, which at present 
does not provide for the issuance of 
transfers at several points where lines 
of the company intersect, will be 
asked of the company in a formal re- 
quest which will be sent to the com- 
pany by the Allied Trades Council of 
the Newton, Waltham and Watertown 
district. The request will ask that 
transfers be given at these points 
where they are not now issued. 

The company will be asked to make 
the corner of Crescent and Prospect 
streets in Waltham a transfer point. 
The Stow- street Cross Town line and 
the Auburndale Beinis lines cross at 
this corner but under present rules 
of the company conductors are not al- 
lowed to issue transfers. The result 
is that persons living along the Stow 
street line who wish to change to any 
point along the Auburndale Bemis line 
must pay ten cents. There are fre- 
quent instances where the non trans- 
fer privilege obliged passengers to 
pay a double fare for a ride from ono 
point in Waltham to another. 

Thg junction of the Auburndale and 
Bemis line with the Commonwealth 
avenue line at the corner of Lexing- 
ton street and Commoinvealth avenue, 
Auburndale, is not now a transfer 
point. Passengers boarding the Au- 
burndale line in Waltham and wishing 
to go to some point along Common- 
wealth avenue must pay two fares. 

The facts were brought out at the 
fare increase hearing before the Board 
of Public Service Commissioners re- 
cently by C. A. Mitton, representing 
the Trades Council. The commis- 
sioners look t lie view that the Trades 
council should make a formal request 
to the Middlesex and Boston and if 
tiie company declined to grant it the 
matter should then be brought to the 
attention of the commission.

At Newton High School this vear 
there seems to bo little football inter* 
est, and so nttie it is out zt> cauui- 
dates have reported for the eleven. 
This number is probably the smallest 
that has ever turned out for an Orange 
and Black team, and Coach Dickin- 
son. although not discouraged, is still 
of the opinion that enthusiasm will oe 
aroused In a few days and more men 
will come out. Last year there were 
44 men and a second team. 

With 11 of last year’s men gone, 
there Is still eight men left to build 
a team around, but that is not the 
situation from the coach’s standpoint 
— there must be extra men and plenty 
of them. The men lost by graduation 
are O’Neil and White, quarter-backs; 
Gardner, tackle; drivers, Goodwin and 
Doyle, ends; Rice, Hyatt. Thompson 
and Jacobs, backs. The N men in 
school are: Charlie Brady, Stephen 
Cunningham (guard), Albert Turner, 
Chris Vachen, Hugh Meller, backs;

There seems to be fairly good mate- 
rial for the line with Capt. Van Tassel, 
Cunningham, Comick, Frank Dorney, 
Bryson, Harris and Stafford Brown of 
last year’s Brown and Nichols team.

THE STORY OF AN AMERICAN 
REFUGEE 

The Second Unitarian Church, New- 
ton Centre, was thronged last evening 
when Rev. Dr. George E. Horr, presi- 
dent of the Newton Theological Insti- 
tution gave an interesting lecture on 
his experiences in Europe during the 
present war. The proeeeds from the 
meeting will be devoted to the Red 
Cross Socletyt. 

The meeting opened with remarks 
by the pastor, Rev. Alson H. Robinson, 
who introduced the speaker of the eve- 
ning. Mr. Edgar Jacobs Smith, the 
organist rendered several selections. 
Dr. Horr’s lecture was as follows: 

After three delightful days in Paris 
I took t lie train Wednesday morning. 
July 29, for Basle and Zurich by the 
way of Mulhausen. The Paris papers 
had little to say that morning about 
war. They were filled with reports of 
the Caillaux case, for the verdict had 
been reached late then ight before. On 
the train there wee several young 
French officers who had been sum- 
moned to the colors. I talked with 
some of them and found no one who 
believed that war was imminent. I 
was travelling alone, but 1 shall not 
soon forget the happy company of 
chance acquaintances that dined to- 
gether and prolonged the table talk 
as we swept through beautiful Alsace 
over the very fields that in a few days 
were to be drenched with blood. 

At Zurich there was no particular 
excitement, except that for two nights 
the streets appeared to be unusually 
crowded and noisy. The afternoon of 
the 31st I was at work in the great 
town library on the Zwingli collec- 
tion, and on returning to my hotel I 
felt that something unusual had hap- 
pened. The streets were full of sup-

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pressed excitement. On stopping at 
a jeweller’s to buy a trinket for a lit- 
tle American girl the shop-keeper 
said that he could not make change, 
there was no money in Zurich. It had 
all vanished since morning. 

The next morning I consulted the 
American consul and some of the lo- 
cal authorities and the general opin- 
ion was that Americans would do well 
to turn their faces homeward. For 
me that meant Paris, and without 
much delay I bought a first-class tick- 
et on the famous train that sweeps 
across Europe from Vienna to Paris. 
But something happened, and another 
train was made up at Zurich, after a 
prodigious period of waiting. At last 
we were off, and settled down for the 
trip, but at Basle every one was or- 
dered out, and another train was 
made up after a three hours' wait. 

As luck would have it, in the sta- 
tion at Zurich I fell in with a gentle- 
man whom 1 will simply call Mon- 
sieur. It was a case of elective affin- 
ity. The conversation which began in 
French soon shaded off into English, 
of which he had a perfect command. 
In the long wait at Basle we dined 
together. Little did we then imagine 
that it was to be our last meal for 
nearly two days. Our party was made 
up of Monsieur and two American 
ladies, the wife and daughter of a 
well-known New York broker, and 
on the opposite side of the compart- 
ment was a Belgian officer and his 
wife. We had counted on reaching 
Paris late that evening, but the Mul- 
hausen route had been closed. Near 
Belfort, the great French fortress, we 
were told that it was probable that 
we would be detained, perhaps im- 
prisoned, for days, but the plans of 
the railway officials were evidently 
subject to change, and slowly we 
were carried over the frontier. Were 
the shots we heard at Belfort the ex- 
changes between the German and 
French outposts of which we read 
two days later in Paris? 

I do not think any one of us could 
tell how the night passed. We cer- 
tainly did not sleep, and did not talk. 
Over us hung the fear of detention 
and the enormous discomfort to the 
women. The young Belgian officer 
tried to comfort his wife. He sat 
with his arm about her and they 
clasped hands. She was a singularly 
lovely woman. 1 shall never forget 
the pathos of her eyes as she fastened 
her gaze on her husband’s. 

It occurred to me that some show 
of sympathy on the part of a stranger 
might not be unwelcome. They spoke 
no English, hut any mistakes in my 
French did not count. They were 
glad to tell their • tory. They had 
only been married two months, and 
now her husband was to leave her, 
summoned to Liege. 1 cannot think 
of that young officer and his wife 
without i motion, and at our parting 
the lips of us all trembled and our 
eyes moistened. 1 seldom have been 
more thankful than when they both 
assured me that 1 had brought them 
comfort. In all probability the bride’s 
worst fears were realized. He must 
have reached Liege to front that 
storm of death. 

T he mxt day, Sunday, August 2d. 
how did it pass! All (lay long we 
rode through the fairest parts of 
France. Thousands of acres of wheat, 
ready for the cutting or already cut, 
waiting to he stacked. The yield of 
wheat per acre is incredibly larger 
than anything we know in America. 

From early morning soldiers began 
to crowd into our train. The first- 
class compartments fared rather 
worse than the rest. They crowded 
the cars, sat on the floor or stood up. 
Every soldier seemed to have a long 
loaf of oread, which he hacked off 
with a dirk knife. All persisted in 
keeping their knives open, and when 
the train lurched, as it did most of 
the time, you had to he spry to avoid 
an ugly cut. As the wine they c 
ried began to take effect, the soldi , 
became mor'e boisterous and careless, 
jit was hell. Fortunate the women 
who knew no French! Ten o’clock 
Sunday night we pulled into Paris at 
the Gare de 1’Est. The station was 
filled with baggage, great mountains 
of it. I doubt if our ladies ever will 
see their trunks. Certainly I do not 
expect to see mine. 

Wednesday morning when I left 
Paris it was full of life and gaiety. 
That Sunday night it seemed as if a 
plague had struck it. The lights were 
half out and the streets silent. Think 
of it, ten o’clock of a Sunday night! 
There seemed to be no chance what- 
ever of yetting a cal), and all we four 
had was in our heavy suitcases. Mon- 
sieur was equal to the emergency. 
With perfect good humor he subsi- 
dized a street Apadie to get us a taxi, 
and in two minutes we had one. 
Among the many services this gentle- 


man rendered me was his advice, 
while we were waiting at Basle, to 
exchange our paper money and 
checks for English gold. It was most 
fortunate, and I was able to help 
more than one fellow American out 
of a tight place. Just before 1 left 
Paris on Monday I had the pleasure 
of entertaining my friend at the best 
dejeuner I could secure and he drove 
with me to the station to bid adieu. 

But 1 am ahead of my story. Paris 
on Monday. Aug. 3d. was only the 
shadow of itself. The great shops 
were closed. The streets were practi- 
cally deserted. The cheerful little ho- 
tel where 1 stop was as gloomy as a 
funeral. The proprietor told me he 
did not see how he could keep open. 
His waiters and cooks had all gone 
to the war. Even the Cafe de la Paix, 
on the best corner for a restaurant in 
the whole world, was shut, and the 
door bore the legend, “The proprietor 
has gone to the front.” 

I did not have the discomforts of 
securing passage to America that 
many of my countrymen experienced. 
1 had a ticket on the Hamburg-Am- 
crican Line, but it was evident that 
no German steamship would sail. So 
1 was at the French Line office early 
Monday, and had no trouble in se- 
curing passage on the crack liner, 
“France.” To he sure I had only a 
second-class berth, but proper nego- 
tiations resulted in a transfer in due 
time. Neither did I “share in the cat- 
tle car experiences, “capacity six men 
and forty horses,” that have been 
widely reported. The truth was I did 
not wait until Tuesday morning, hut 
took the train Monday afternoon, 
having overheard the conversation of 
some of the railway officials, and I 
rather wanted to stop over at Rouen 
to accept the invitation of one of the 
priests of the cathedral to make him 
a visit. As matters turned out, that 
was not practicable, for our train, 
which left Paris at half past three in 
the afternoon, did not reach Rouen 
until ten. 

From Rouen to Harve — three hours 
— I had the whole first-class compart- 
ment to myself. The lights were low. 
and it was a trifle lonesome, but not 
nearly so much so as the arrival at 
Havre, between one and two in the 
morning in a pouring rain. I must 
have been about the only through 
passenger from Paris. I roused a 
sleepy, half-drunken cabman to take 
me to Frascati, but the Frascati, 
about two miles off, was closed, and 
every other hotel I had ever heard of 
or read about was crowded so that 
not another person could be taken. 
A liberal tip, however, and the cold 
and rain sharpened my cabby’s wits. 
He sympathized with the plight of an 
old friend. He knew a place. And it 
proved to he a place indeed, neat, 
sweet and wholesome. At three in 
the morning I slipped into a clean 
bed with Francois bidding me f^ood 
night, and asking would. Monsieur 
take his coffee in bed in the morn- 
ing. 

A call next morning on Mr. Os- 
borne. our consul at Havre, straight- 
ened out things as far as I was con- 
rerned and put me in the way of 
helping some of my less fortunate 
compatriots. The only criticism I 
have to make on Mr. Osborne is that 
he should hang out a bigger United 
States flag. Some one should send 
him one. I think the recording angel 
trave me a good mark that morning 
for mv help to American schoo’ 
teachers and other stranded women. 

We went on the “France” Tuesday 
afternoon. August 4th. expecting that 
she would sail that evening. The pa- 

•rs have been full of our ten days’ 
detention on the "France” at the 
Havre docks. Really the experience 
itself was not so had. It was the 
uncertainty as to whether we should 
ever sail and the fear that we might 
have to seek shelter in an already 
crowded city, and the hundred anxi- 
eties about home and friends that 
made the days so nerve-straining. 
Every little while some one would 
leave the ship and go back to Paris 
or cross to England. The rumor ma- 
chine was pretty busy, and if reports 
that circulated on shipboard were be- 
lieved there was plenty of food for 
unrest. However, we had the privi- 
lege of seeing thousands of British 
troops landing right under our eyes. 
Between tides, when we were certain 
that the great ship could not leave 
the docks, we visited the city, went 
out to the bathing beach. Some of us 
went as far as Trouville and some 
of us rendered substantial aid to the 
American consul. The sentiment of 
the entire body of passengers was 
steadied by the appointment of a 
committee which conferred with the 
Steamship Company and issued au- 
thoritative information. Henry A. 
Wheeler, the Chicago banker, who re- 
jected a nomination to the Federal 
Reserve Board, was made Chairman. 
Th.e other members were Judge Nor- 
man S. Dike of Brooklyn. Robert 
Redfield of Chicago, judge George A. 
Carpenter of Chicago and Henry 
Bloch. 

The money shortage affected al- 
most every one. Banking is a strange 
business. Why a man who takes your 
$1,000 in New York and agrees for a 
fat commission to pay you portions 
of it as you need it in London or 
Paris should not do as he agrees, war 
or no war, is a puzzle to the average 
man. A friend with a letter of credit 
for $25,000 could only get $10 cash. A 
famous tourist agency paid its own 
checks at a twenty-five per cent dis- 
coijnt. There was. however, one Am- 
erican firm that did exactly as it 
agreed, and an American Express 
check, so far as 1 could find, came to 
be as good as gold. 

The two Sundays on the "France” 
were unique days. There was a Ro- 
man service early in the morning. 
T he first Sunday Dr. Nehemiah Boyn- 
ton of Brooklyn • reached an admir- 
able sermon full of hope and good 
cheer. The second Sunday the pas- 
sengers’ committee, of which Mr. 
Wheeler was Chairman, invited nu- to 
preach. The service was held in the 
famous Louis Quatorze room. 1 shall 
always look back upon that morning 
as a most interesting experience. 

1 wrote this sketch immediately On 
my arrival in America. I have had 
no oportunity to read the American 
papers, and probably we, imprisoned 
on the “France” for sixteen days, 
knew less about the war than any 
equal number of fairly intelligent 
Americans, but certain impressions 
we all received. One was that France 
did not want war, but that when war 
came, without the bravado of 1 870 
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she soberly devoted herself to the 

freat task of patriotism. Today 
ranee is drained, absolutely drained, 
of her male population to defend her 
soil. The devotion of the women to 
the great cause is most touching. As 
a French lady of rank said to me. 
“Oh, Monsieur, you must understand 
that France is called upon to risk 
everything today. We must not hold 
back anything. Wc must give our 
husbands, our sons, our brothers, 
ourselves, for France.” 

When the British Admirality and 
the French Minister of Marine decid- 
ed to permit the “France” to sail, the 
gloom that had settled down on the 
ship was lifted in a moment. You 
could not have found a happier com- 

[)any anywhere than the fourteen 
lundred men and women, most of 
them Americans, who knew that they 
were homeward bound. We half ex- 
acted the.Statue of Liberty to wave 
ier torch in welcome as we came up 
the Narrows. Every American could 
say : 

Oh, London is a man’s town, with 
power in the air, 

And Paris is a woman’s town, with 
flowers in her hair, 

And it’s great to loaf in Venice, 

And it’s fine to walk in Rome, 

But when you talk of living 
There’s no place like home.

Too Much For Power

The hearing* before the Public Ser- 
vice Commission on the proposed in- 
crease of fares on the Middlesex and 
Boston Street Railway Co. were con- 
cluded yesterday, after Mr. Charles 
B. Breed an expert engineer had tes- 
tified in behalf of the remonstrants 
and counsel for both sides had pre- 
sented their arguments. 

Mr. Breed testified that in his opin- 
ion about $40000 a year could he saved 
if the Company utilized its present 
abandoned plants for power instead 
of purchasing from the Edison Co. 

Figures were given by Mr. Breed to 
show’ that depreciation on cars for 
one year at 4 per cent amounts to 
$45,000; actual valuation of cars is $1.- 
134,000; depreciation of power plant 
at 4 per cent, $11,000: additional main- 
tenance expenses, $25,000; expenses 
for lowering steps. $80,000. or $10,000 
for 10 years; additional expenses on 
payroll. $8000; operating expenses, 
$130,000. 

Other statistics offered were that 
returns from advertising and from 
Xorumbcga Park amounted to $9000 
a year: 4 per cent instead qf 6 per 
cent rate on unfunded debt is $24,000 
a year; additional natural increase in 
business about $50,000 a year; these 
figures showing a saving according to 
the witness of $88,000. including the 
$40,000 from the abandoned power 
plants. 

George M. Cox. manager of the 
street railway company, was placed 
on the stand to answer questions re- 
lating to the Boston and Suburban 
Electric Company, which is the hold- 
ing company of the railway He said 
the salary of Adam D. Clafiin, presi- 
dent. was $1200, Charles W Smith, 
treasurer, $600. and himself in the ca 
pacity of assistant treasurer, $400. 

George A. Sweetser, representing 
the town of Wellesley, followed on 
the witness stand. He said a deficit 
on one branch of the system should 
not have to be made up by other 
parts and said each branch should 
work separately. He maintained the 
company is selling power to the park 
at practically cost and pays $7500 for 
advertising which is unnecessary. 

As the representative of the town 
of Wellesley, Mr. Sweetser contended 
that it would be difficult in the ab- 
sence of a statutory requirement to 
reach the conclusion that a street 
railw’ay company with so small a cap- 
ital should be required to operate a 
private line which is not an integral 
part of its main system and which 
has not sufficient patronage to meet 
its running expenses. 

He declared that the company had 
no right to ask the general riding 
public to pay a fare in the future 
which w’ouid pay for past deficits. He 
maintained that the operating ex- 
penses increased between 1901 and 
1914 $224,000 while the gross earnings 
increased $393,000. 

Mr. H. H. Bond of Waltham main- 
tained again that the lines in Wal- 
tham are profitable and should not 
stand an increase. As regards the 
money borrow’ed at times by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Road, he maintained 
that the directors did not try to bor- 
row as cheaply as possible. 

Commissioner Anderson commented 
interlocking directorates and 
wanted to know why the road did 
not go into the open market instead 
of to the Boston & Suburban Electric 
Comp;

The city of Newton Is the latest 
place to increase the efficiency of its 
hospital corps because of the intro- 
duction of a gasolene motor carriage, 
replacing an electric vehicle. It Is a 
combination first-aid car, ambulance 
and general hospital conveyance. 

Officials, after viewing the outfit, 
said the pleasure of riding in such a 
car would ho enhanced and that the 
addition of the new nutomobile might 
increase the number of patients. The 
Newton authorities, however, claim 
that the increased expense for hospi- 
tality will be ofTset in numerous ways 
— the whole list of things that count. 
They did not leave a point uncovered 
in making the selection between the 
various types of vehicles, and demon- 
strated a saving to the city that in- 
terests taxpayers. The ambulance 
is made up with a roomy closed body, 
electrically lighted, having ample win- 
dows for light and air, with doors on 
the side and rear, and mounted on a 
Packard “2-38” chassis. It has a 
gong, powerful searchlights, will climb 
almost any hill encountered on high 
gear, and is Capable of great speed, 
with perfect comfort over rough 
going, a feature which doctors and 
nurses alike consider of prime import- 
ance. 

Alvan T. Fuller, who received the 
order for the Newton Hospital ambu- 
lance, has remarked that he did not 
find it difficult to create an interest, 
because motor vehicles are known to 
have been developed to a high state 
of perfection, and then again they do 
not run up bills of any sort during 
the periods of non-use. Mr. Fuller, 
when asked whether a large car of 
this type was easier to handle, replied, 
"Absolutely. It can turn in a radius 
of 22 feet easier and quicker and stop 
in a shorter space than any other 
vehicle going at half the speed. The 
keynote of all agencies moving for 
public safety in speed, and this ambu- 
lance has the great advantage of speed 
in getting started, in responding to a 
call, in avoiding traffic so as to reach 
the destination quickly, and it sustains 
its speed for an indefinite period, 

“The trouble has not always been 
in exceeding the speed limit beyond 
rivalry by other vehicles, but in get- 
ting an automobile hospital ambulance 
that would be practical under all con- 
ditions. The average physician con 
siders the firm, which has solved the 
hospital problem for rapid, quiet, 
smooth-running and’ reliable trans- 
portation of great importance.” 

The residents of Newton will still 
have the clang of the ambulance gong, 
but the beat of the horses’ hoofs and 
the lumbering of a slow’ moving elec- 
tric vehicle will no longer be heard.

The “Lewis VI.” is named after Wil- 
liam Lewis, one of Racine’s wealthy 
men and one of the earliest manu- 
facturers of motor vehicles in this 
country. Associated with Mr. Lewis 
are Rene Petard and James Cram, the 
former the designer of the car and the 
latter the sales manager of the com- 
pany. Mr. Gilmore, in looking for a 
car for his new’ company to handle, 
sought what his long experience in the 
automobile business had taught him 
the public wants — a car properly de- 
signed and manufactured by a thor- 
oughly reliable company, and one 
whose performance over all kinds of 
roads and hills would be superior to 
anything in its class, and equal to 
many cars selling for two or three 
times as much. After a thorough in- 
vestigation he felt there could be no 
doubt of the standing of the L. P. C. 
Motor Company or of the car itself. 

The “Lewis VI." is made in only one 
model. It has a six-cylinder monobloc 
motor, 3V6 by 6. The motor is of the 
L-head type, all moving parts being 
fully enclosed, with the hood made 
easily demountable for convenience in 
inspection and cleaning. The car is 
fast and is a wonderful hill climber, 
Lubrication is both by force and 
splash, the oil being positively fed to 
every part of the engine, clutch and 
transmission from a reservoir con- 
stantly replenished by the flywheel 
which performs the office of pump. 
The clutch is of the multiple disc type 
of large diameter, and the transmis- 
sion of selective type, with three for- 
w’ard speeds and reverse. The entire 
power plant is carried in the frame 
on these points, thus relieving it from 
any strains due to accidental distor- 
tion. 

The front axle is of the I-beam type, 
drop-forged, specially heat-treated 
and the rear axle in the Lewis Special 
full floating pressed-steel type, with 
over-size gears and large bearings 
throughout.

SIX CENT FARES 

M. S. Williams of Newtonville ap 
peared before the Public Service Com- 
mission last w-eek Thursday afternoon 
at the hearing on the proposed in- 
crease in fares on the Newton and 
Waltham lines of the Middlesex & Bos 
ton Street Railway Company.

He said 
tlie question was open to argument by 
counsel for towns which have brought 
forward evidence of orders of locution 
containing . limitations regarding the 
amount of fare. 

Henry H. Bond, representing Wal 
than), cross-examined Manager Cox 
and Amos Tuylor, representing Bel 
mont. brought out the fact that there 
was a 1700-yard stretch in Belmont 
which cost a passenger from Newton 
an extra nickel. Mr. Cox suid that 
tlie stretch was rented from tlie Bos 
ton Elevated at a monthly rate of 
about $68. 

George P. Willard, president of the 
Waltham Board of Trade, questioned 
Mr. Cox regarding values of carburn 
properties. When lie asked some 
questions regarding Mr. Cox’s automo- 
bile and garage, Mr. Cox defied any- 
one to show that his family rode in 
Ills business cur.

“PAGEANT OF THE CHARLES RIVER” 

Interesting and Picturesque Allair At the Lower Bolhield, Weslon and Allen Win Republican Nominations For Newton Upper Falls A. A. Entertain 3000 
Fails on Saturday Representatives In a Close Contest Saturday 


On Saturday afternoon, Sept. 19th, 
over a thousand people assembled on 
the Metropolitan Park Reservation by 
the river at Newton Lower Falls to 
see the "Pageant of the Charles," 
given by the Community Club under 
the direction of Mrs. Anna Eastman 
Frost. The lines and episodes were 
written by Isabelle Flske Conant. The 
weather conditions were perfect and 
the high hill with the old grey aque- 
duct and the winding river made a 
wonderful background for represent- 
ing In attractive symbolism, the his- 
toric spots on the Charles river. 

From the moment the Spirit of the 
Present. Miss Edith Early, president 
of the Club, stepped across the green 
and gave the Prologue in a clear, 
resonant voice until the whole cast 
appeared in the finr-l episode of the 
winding river, the audience watched 
with keen interest, often too absorbed 
to applaud. 

After the Spirit had told her story 
with its symbolism of human life, the 
Reflections came dancing forth, 
clothed in violets, yellow’s and browns. 
The Arches then formed and the Re- 
flections danced through them until 
w’earied. they sank to the ground and 
were refreshed by the Mists, nine lit- 
tle girls in soft grey costumes, who 
came down over the aqueduct in a 
happy spontaneous dance. The Re- 
flections rtirred ns the echo rang from 
the hillside and ran to follow’ it. 

The little men of the mountain were 
next discovered frollicking but thev 
ran away when tlm fairies appeared. 
Tn the second episode, the maiden. Wn- 
bun-Annun". Miss Margaret Dodd, was 
w’ooed bv the East Wind and the lov- 
ers were carried to the stars by six 
club girls in a star dance. As the 
maiden was strolling by the river 
bank, Grieg’s "Sunshine Song,” was 
sun" from the aqueduct by Miss Mar- 
ion Niles. 

The electrification of the railroad 
was especially interesting to Newton 
people. The Spirits of Smoke, tnken 
bv Mrs. p. p Prendereast and Miss 
Remnitz pwent before them the cin- 
ders. ten little fellows in bright red, 
who rolled over the hill in glee. The 
Smoke clouded the Spirit of the River 
until she w«b freed by Electricity and 
danced with jovous freedom. Mrs. 
Frost took tbe part of the River Spirit 
throughout the pageant. 

Perhaps tbe strength of the pageant 
was in the Colonization episode. John 
Cunningham, as Leif Ericson. with 
his band of Norsemen, paddled down 
the river in canoes and was received 
bv tbe Snirit of Norumbega and guided 
up tbe hill. Miss Elizabeth Chandler, 
as Norumbeee. with her arms out- 
stretched to the kneeling Norsemen 
made one of tbe most striking pictures 
in the pa"eant. The Perkins Institu- 
tion on the Charles was repropented 
bv tw’entv of its own little children 
w’hn were W1 across the green by 
Catherine Cooney, symbolizing the 
figure of Li"ht. The hell rlneers 
danced jovf”Pv before them. ”lnging 
the bells wh^h w r ere in tone like the 
big tower bell. 

In the following enisode eight mem- 
bers of the Elinor Gregg Club of Wal- 
tham gave a clock dance, led by the 
figure of Industry. 

The River Gardens of the Old Home- 
steads made a gay picture with roses 
and hollyhocks, butterflies and bumble 
bees, all brought into the garden by 
’the fourteen gay little fairies. 

Sam Lawson t ho village "ne’er-do- 
weel.” immortalized in Old Tow’n 
Folk c was ^nlendidlv interpreted by 
Mr. W. I °e Purcb«tend who loafed in 
the card-n and told stories to the 
merry school children until the indig- 
nant school teacher called her children 
and shook her ferule at lazy Sam. 
Then the Sun. who was Miss Laura 
West, entered the garden in a brilliant 


orange costume and the flowers fol- 
lowed her rays. 

* As the entire cast formed the wind- 
ing of the river, America appeared on 
the hill and behind her Europe, bound 
by the shackles of war. As America 
freed Europe, she unfurled the Ameri- 
can flag and the entire audience and 
cast rose to the Star Spangled Banner. 1 
The performance showed what can be 
accomplished by a community work- 
ing together and the spirit on Satur- 
day was only a reflection of the spirit 
which accompanied the wiiole under- 
taking.

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The state primary in this city on 
Tuesday was exceedingly well at- 
tended ns compared with the report 
from other cities, a total of 2675 votes 
being cast, of which 2079 were Repub- 
lican, 371 Democratic and 126 Progres- 
sive. The large vote, which was more 
than double that of a year ago, was un- 
doubtedly due to the Interest taken in 
the contest for the three Republican 
nominations for representatives. Mr. 
Bothfeld, as was expected, was renom- 
inated with a totnl of 1406 votes, while 
Thomas Weston, Jr., of West New’ton 
with 803 and .1. Weston Allen of New- 
ton Highlands with 790 received the 
other two nominations. The also rans 
included J. C. Brimblecoin with 701, 
George R. Pulsifer with 675, Howard 
Emerson with 515, Frederick W. Cobb 
with 332, while the two Progressives 
seeking the Republican nomination 
were last, George H. Mellen with 307 
and William B. Arnold with 306. 

The city followed the general lead 
of the state in giving Speaker Cush- 
ing a 2 to 1 lead over Col. Goetting, a 
4 to 1 load for Langtry for secretary, 
a large majority for Burrill for treas- 
urer, and the same for Cook for audi- 
tor. It gave Mr. Hallowell of this city 
a fine endorsement for attorney gen- 
eral, while William H. Carter of Need- 
ham had a walkover with N. A. Fran- 
cis of Brookline for the nomination for 
Congress. Former Senator Henry C. 
Mulligan of Natick was unopposed for 
councillor and Mr. George H. Ellis of 
West Newton received the nomination 
for state senator without a contesi.

by the people of the United States because of the presence of French 

officers at Liege and of the prepara- 
tions which were being made by the 
French army to pass through Bel- 
gium on their way to Germany. Then 
Germany began to feel that it had 
all not been a chain of chance hap- 
penings, but that there was an or- 
ganized movement on the part of her 
enemies to crush her progress and 
destroy her. Inspired by the feeling 
that it was to be a fight for a just 
and righteous cause, for their very 
existence as a nation, the men who 
were physically fit went to their ap- 
pointed posts on the appointed days 
and the women brave as the men 
cheered them on their way and then 
went back to their posts to wait and 
pray and do their woman’s work in 
the Red Cross and for the poor fami- 
lies left behind. The mobilization 
took place without the slightest con- 
fusion, millions of men appeared at 
their appointed posts on time and 
were assigned to duty here and 
there. The gray uniforms and boots 
were made, thousands every day. The 
harvests were reaped and stored by 
the Boy Scouts in all cases where the 
men had been called into service. In 
the large cities such as Munich, there 
were few external signs of war — a 
slight rise in thep rice of imports, but 
in general the prices just the same as 
before the war. In fact, in some res- 
taurants a cheaper and simpler din- 
ner was offered to help those in 
straitened circumstances. Many own- 
ers of houses promised to demand no 
rent until after the war. Everyone 
was filled with the desire to help and 
people were not surprised to read 
newspaper notices like the following 
one from a .photographer : “In order 
to help a little. I offer to take for 
soldiers without .means free pho- 
tographs for, the use of their fam- 
ilies.” Perhaps the second greatest 
surprise for the people of Germany 
(second to the surprise caused by the 
declaration of war by England) was 
the knowledge that the, press and 
public opinion of the United States 
was in great measure hardly neutral, 
but rather anti-German. They them- 
selves are so thoroughly convinced 
that the necessity of war was thrust 
upon them and that nothing remain- 
ed for them but to fight for their 
life as a nation, that they relied most 
certainly upon the moral support of 
the American people. Now they feel 
that when the whole truth is one day 
known, the fair-mindedness and jus- 
tice of the American people-will rec- 
ognize their struggle as a just one.

concerning the causes and progress 
of the European war have been by 
no means impartial or complete. Let 
me tell, therefore, how the people of 
Germany thought and felt and acted 
during the last week of July and the 
first weeks of August, 1914. The news 
of the murder of the crown prince of 
Austria-Hungary and his wife had 
been received by the Germans with 
some consternation and horror. And 
when they were convinced that this 
assassination was a part of a Pan- 
Slavic movement, authorized by the 
Servian government and supported by 
Russia, their consternation increased 
as they asked themselves : “If Russia 
is behind this business, isn’t it pos- 
sible that Germany too may he en- 
tangled?” No one seriously believed 
that it could really come to a war, 
hut there was tense excitement dur- 
ing those last days of July while the 
Emperor was holding telegraphic 
communications with the Czar of 
Russia in an attempt to localize the 
difficulties between Austria-Hungary 
and Servia. Perhaps the general pub- 
lic here does not know that during 
the very days when the Czar was 
pretending to be interested in the 
keeping of peace and was sending 
ambiguous replies purported to de- 
ceive the German government, seri- 
ous preparations for war were being 
made by Russia against Austria-Hun- 
gary and against the eastern frontier 
of Germany. The people of Germany, 
while approving heartily of the 
peace-loving attitude of the Emperor, 
were yet afraid that these commend- 
able efforts would only result in a 
disastrous delay in mobilization. 
More than one sane wholesome- 
minded man was heard to s9y : "I'm 
a bit afraid that by trying to avert 
the miseries of war, we are endan- 
gering our own existence.” When it 
hnally became clear to the govern- 
ment of Germany that their confi- 
dence was being betrayed and that 
Russia had mobilized her entire ar- 
my and navy. Germany proclaimed 
the threatening state of war. And 
when no reply was received to Ger- 
many’s demand that Russia stop every 
measure of war against them, the 
mobilization of the German army was 
ordered. The seriousness of the sit- 
uation was now clear to all, though 
one still* heard on all sides the re- 
mark : “Something muit still happen 
to prevent such a calamity as war.”

SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETS 

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee Wednesday evening, the new 
Superintendent of Schools, U. G. 
Wheeler, presented to the committee 
figures on the atendanee in the ele- 
mentary grades and High School. The 
total attendance the first day was 
7606. Last year the figure on the 
first day was 7434. 

The enrollment in the elementary 
grades is 5487. with 162 more pupils 
expected. In the Classical High there 
are 831. an increase of seven over last 
year; Technical High, 761. an increase 
of 40. and Vocational High. 355. an 
increase of eight. The total at- 
tendance in the High Schools is 
therefore 1947. an increase of 41. Only 
three schools showed a decrease, 
Stearns at Nonantum, Bigelow at 
Newton and Emerson at Upper Falls, 
hut in each case the decrease was 
small. 

Resignations of Miss Calista S. 
Wood of the Franklin School and 
Miss Charlotte E. Sewall of the Un- 
derwood School were accepted. Both 
have been instructors in the Newton 
schools for more than 20 years and 
their retirement was granted thru 
the Teachers’ Retiring Board. The 
hoard considered for a short time 
the merits of the Teachers' Retiring 
Board and Supt. Wheeler said that 
he believed the school authorities 
should increase the pay of teachers 
whose salaries are small. They are 
obliged to join the organization and 
the smallest amount which must be 
paid in by the teachers is $35 a year. 
This amount, he thought, would be a 
hardship to many of them. 

Arthur W. Ruff, a graduate of Yale, 
and formerly principal of the New- 
port. N. H.. High School and the 
Morrisville, Vt.. High School, was ap- 
pointed teacher in mathematics in the 
Classical High School in place of J. 
Albert Brack, who has resigned. 

Another matter considered was that 
of obtaining help for janitors in the 
schools. Since the 8-hour law was 
passed the janitors have been unable 
to do the necessary work in eight 
hours, and at a meeting earlier in the 
week they informed Mr. Wheeler 
that it was absolutely necessary that 
they he given assistance. This mat- 
ter. Mr. Wheeler said, would cost 
much money, and that it would take 
several weeks to get the scale going. 

Plans were made to start another 
class for defective children. The 
class now conducted at the Claflin 
School. Newtonville, numbers 42 and 
is full. It is thought that a class will 
he organized in either the Peirce 
School. West Newton, or the Burr 
School, Auburndale, for children from 
those wards. The board voted to 
close the schools the last Friday in 
October to allow the teachers to at- 
tend the convention of the Middle- 
sex County Teachers’ Association in 

Boston. 

CITY HALL 

Agent Alfred M. Russell of the 
Board of Health made another mid- 
night trip among the foreign boarding 
houses Monday night. Fourteen 
houses were visited and at the house 
at 393 Langley road, Newton Centre, 
16 persons were found sleeping, with 
breathing space for 11 persons. In 
one room the agent found seven per- 
sons, with space for only two.

fHrBOYLSf DN STRE ET SUBWAY 

Will Probably Open For Traiiic On Monday, 
October 5 


By Oct. 5 it is expected the now 
Bovlston street subway will be open 
to traffic and cars will be running from 
its connection with the Park street 
system at Park street to the point of 
exit at Kenmore road. Already the 
new tube is practically finished ana 
onlv a few details of construction and 
a few incidentals of equipping remain. 

The junction with the older system 
is all but ready for use. the two sta- 
tions need only a few touches, and the 
officials .of the Elevated company are 
at work on the rearrangement or run- 
ning schedules which the change in 
car movements will make necessary. 

With the opening of the new uncer- 
ground road the traffic in the great 
district which includes Newton. Brign- 
ton. Allston, Brookline and Watertown 
■will be accelerated greatly — just how 
much in minutes has not been deter- 
mined— and a large group of surface 
cars will be speeded beneath the sur- 
face before they reach the congested 
portion of the city. 

The new tube assures to the cars 
coming from the sections mentioned 
a clear passage ol’ a mile and a half 
uninterrupted by the street movements 
■which have impeded their progress. It 
removes from upper Boylston street a 
large number of the regular cars now 
using that thoroughfare, except those 
which approach the city by way of 
Ipswich street. 

It is thought probable that there 
may be a development of travel frtfm 
Cambridge for such persons as may 
wish to reach the Back Bay by way of 
Harvard bridge. These may transfer 
at the new Massachusetts avenue sta- 
iton of the subway at Massachusetts 
avenue and Newbury street. It is a 
question, however, whether this route 
will be favored rather than the route 
through the Cambridge tunnel. 

Similar transfer privileges will be 
granted to Ipswich street passengers 
who desire to use the subway from 
Massachusetts avenue and to Cam- 
bridge-Cottage Farm cars and Com- 
monwealth avenue cars which do not 
enter the subway. Transfers will be 
issued to inbound passengers in the 
subway wishing to go along Massa- 
chusetts avenue in the direction of 
Huntington avenue to change to any 
surface car inbound along Boylston 
street. 

A complete system of block signals 
has been put in which will operate for 


the benefit of the motormen and will 
warn them as to the position of all 
traffic on the rails before them and 
prevent any possibility of accident, 
i he blocks are between 350 and 400 
feet in length and there are three sets 
of signal lights to designate the situa- 
tion in the blocks at a given time. 

Several new ideas have been intro- 
duced in connection with the con- 
struction of the two great stations — 
Massachusetts and Copley — as they 
will be called without the added desig- 
nation of avenue and square. Both 
have been finished in terrazzo. a sub- 
stance made of concrete, with marble 
chips, polished to a smooth surface. 
This is the first time that this material 
has been used in Boston’s subways, 
and it is believed it will prove more 
serviceable than the tiling used in the 
earlier stations. 

At both Massachusetts and Copley 
the platforms have ample room for 
any crowd that is likely. Both have a 
length of 350 feet and a width of 98 
feet and would be easily capable of 
taking care of a train similar to that 
used in the Cambridge subway. 

Each station will have its news 
booths and telephone booths and at 
intervals there will be distributed 
seats. The body of these will be of 
concrete after the fashion of the other 
later subways, but each will have an 
oak top. 

One station runs along Boylston 
street underneath the sidewalk beside 
the Public Library, and the other has 
its entrance on either side of Dart- 
mouth street. The entrances lead 
downward to broad lobbies and to the 
ticket booths. The station name is 
marked prominently on the walls in 
blue tiling. 

At the surface the Massachusetts 
station is provided with a waiting 
room where passengers may remain 
under shelter for street cars moving 
along Massachusetts avenue. From 
the waiting room there is a short 
. i airway leading to the ticket lobby, 
where the fare booths will be placed. 
The Elevated company has decided to 
do away with ticket selling there, and 
cash fare boxes will be used. Those 
who have not the required 5-cent piece 
may obtain change at the windows. 
The tiling for the stations name is in 
crimson, possibly out of compliment 
to the Harvard Club, which has quar- 
ters across the street. 


NEW ENGLAND CONSERVATORY 

With the faculty all present or ac- 
counted for, despite the complications 
of the European war which made in- 
teresting experiences for several of 
them, the New England Conservatory 
of Music, Boston, opened for the first 
session of 1914-5 on Thursday morn- 
ing, Sept. 17. Registration has been 
large and there has been a notable 
number of advanced students coming 
or returning for post graduate work. 

An addition to the list of prizes at 
the New England Conservatory is one 
of fifty dollars offered by Director 
George W. Chadwick for superior per- 
formance in organ playing. This 
prize, it is announced, will be com- 
peted for during the second session, 
and all organ students in the senior 
and junior classes will be eligible. 
A quest of funds for the establishment 
of free scholarships, much needed 
among music students, has gone on 


quietly for some time past and has re- 

sulted in the creation of several schol- 
arships to be awarded to pupils of the 
Conservatory who fulfill the require- 
ments as to ability and grade of ad- 
vancement and who are in need of as- 
sistance. 

A post graduate course in organ is 
now offered at the Conservatory, re- 
quiring two years in addition to the 
regular organ course. Students in 
this course will be required to give 
at least one Dublie recital.

No greater gift could he made to our 
modern world than the rPiHimjvury of 
the Greek physical supremacy The 
secret of the method h.v which for one 
brief period they realized perfection 
was tong since tost, no one knows now. 

At present so little do we understand 
the principles of training which guid- 
ed the Greek In Ills games. In tils bat- 
tles and his dances and made the pro- 
portions of Ids figures different from 
ours of today that Greek sculpture Is 
In reality a puzzle to us. Certain 
postures tlxed by the Greek sculptor 
seem to us contortions, bordering on 
physical Impossibilities. There Is al- 
ways n terrltic controversy over the 
restoration of Greek sculpture, and 
even then the arms and heads aud legs 
we supply never look right 

All this because we do not under- 
stand the principles by which the 
Greek ordered the movements of his 
body. It was h great secret of bodily 
co-ordination, nnd the secret has been 
lost and with it the ability thoroughly 
to understand Greek art.— New York 
Times.

From Lady day to 
All Saints' day the hours of attend- 
ance were from tl o’clock in the morn- 
ing till 11, the dinner hour. In the 
afternoon the hoys studied from 12:45 
till 5 o'clock. Prayers were recited nt 
the beginning and close of the day. 
If a holy day occurred In the week It 
was a piny day. but usually the weekly 
day for games was Thursday. One 
custom then begun Is still observed. 
* * • At the earnest request and great 
entreaty of some man of honor, of 
great worship, credit or authority nn 
extra holiday wns granted to the boys. 
The Judges of assize, when visiting 
Shrewsbury, are still accustomed to 
nsk for nnd obtain tills boon."— West- 
minster Gazette. 


Emerson as a Vocalist.

MAKECHNIE VIOLIN SCHOOL 

Adds a ’Cello Course — Expansion oi 

Bell Known School of Solo and Or- 

eliestmi Violin Playing. 

With a violincello department new- 
ly added the Makechnte Violin School, 
which for several years past has befcn 
favorably known to lamilics of tins 
neighborhood, opened for the forth- 
coming year on Monday (Sept. 21). 
The new department has been created 
in response to suggestions made to 
Mr. Ernst Makcchnie, director of the 
school, that methods which have been 
so successfully applied to the teaching 
of the violin should be adapted to 
study of the 'cello. Pupils taking this 
instrument will, accordingly, follow a 
course similar to that of the violin 
students in whose case private lessons 
are combined with class instruction, 
usually under the arrangement of one 
private lesson and one class lesson a 
week. Every effort will be made to 
secure from the 'cello pupils the same 
nuent technique, accurate intonation 
and fine quality of tone that have 
characterized the Makechnie school's 
annual recitals. 

It is expected that the ’cello de- 
partment will still further strength- 
en the school orchestra whose per- 
formances, as at the last recital in 
Ford Hall, have been hailed by hign 
authority as admirable examples of 
musicianship. Both the violin ana 
its larger brother are, of course, 
\ ery important instruments of the or- 
chestra, and the policy will be con- 
tinued of accustoming the pupils as 
early as possible to orchestral routine. 
Mr. Makechnie has long made a strong 
point of the educational value of or- 
chestral work in developing powers 
of observation, concentration and 
alertness. 

Solo playing, at the same, for both 
violinists and 'cellists is imparted by 
methods that insist on quickness in 
sight reading and definite knowledge 
ot the essential facts of musical no- 
tation. Mr. Makechnie has written 
a booklet explaining the system useu 
in the school; this may be had, and 
any information desired regarding 
lessons on application to 30 Hunting- 
ton avenue, Boston, or 238 Elm street, 
West Somerville, or by telephone, 
Somerville 475-1.

Tho 
mirror is pet In a latticed frame, and 
the basket bangs beneath it. 

For cut flowers there are long, nar- 
row vases, as graceful ns can be, and 
their tops look’ like big honeysuckles or 
motiving glories.

And Emerson went on to argue that 
the votes of women would give a fuller 
representation to the idealistic side of 
human nature, and to offset the over- 
whelming emphasis cow laid upon the 
commercial and material.

BUILDING A LIGHTHOUSE. 


Rearing the Bell Rock Tower Was a 
Perilous Piece of Work. 

Right down to the time of John 
Smeaton, who iuveuted the stone tow- 
er, lighthouses were built of wood. It 
was Smenton’s success In blueing a 
stone edifice on the dreuded Kdd.vstone 
rocks in the eighteenth century which 
really gave an impetus to ^lighthouse 
building, and since then the sea builder 
has achieved many notable conquests 
In nil parts of the globe. 

The next erected was that built b.v 
R. Stevenson on the Bell rock, on tne 
famous Inch cape reef, off the const of 
Scotland. The construction of this 
lighthouse was one long, terrible battle 
with the angry sea. The securing of 
the foundations, naturally the most 
hazardous part of the whole: undertak- 
ing, proved exceedingly difficult. 

It is recorded that the men worked 
with desperation. Only two could re- 
main on the rock at a tiim>; but they 
stuck there with the tenacity of leech- 
es. the cold waters of tiie North sea 
bearing down every few minutes and 
sweeping entirely over them. When 
the first stone was at last swung into 
position tiie men, ragged, chilled and 
worn with the awful struggle, clung to 
the Iron rods which they had erected 
upon the reef and cheered madly. Ilki 
soldiers just over the ramparts of an 
enemy’s fort. 

Again and again they were absolute- 
ly driven from the rock. When the 
tower began to appear well above the 
sea terrible storms arose and swamped 
the works. On several occasions 
blocks weighing as much as two tons 
were ruthlessly torn out of their places 
and swept into the sea despite dove 
tailed Joints and Portland cement. In 
the end iln* seal builder proved victori- 
ous, as lie always does, but it cost four 
years’ labor 4ml tiie expenditure of 
£(50.000 before the lighthouse stood 
complete.— Wide World Magazine.

"Ouimet,” said he, "has won no less 
than five championships as a member 
of the club — the Massachusetts Golf 
Association championship twice, the 
United States open in 1913, the open 
championship of France early in the 
Summer and. finally, the United States 
amateur title at Manchester, Vt„ in 
which he defeated one of the leading 
trolfers of the country, Jerome D. 
Travers, in the final round.” 

Dr. Sharpe, the only member of the 
club who was present at the United 
States open tournament al the Mid- 
lothian Country Club, Chicago, this 
vear complimented the Woodland Club 
in having “the best golfer in the Unit- 
ed States as a member.”

“Nothing seemed to disturb 
him in hiB playing.” he said, “and even 
when he was penalized a stroke at the 
15th hole in his round with Willie Ma- 
guire for playing the latter’s ball, his 
demeanor was unchanged.” 

Pres. Folsom also recalled the fine 
eolfing of Vincent Lawrence, Paul 
Tewksbury and Frank Hoyt. The lat- 
ter, it was pointed out, was the only 
Massachusetts golfer to defeat Ouimet 
since the latter won the United States 
open. Hoyt’s victory came last Fall 
at the Country Club. 

Ouimet was tendered a thunderous 
ovation when he arose to speak, the 
demonstration lasting several minutes. 
After thanking the members for the 
honor shown him, the champion re- 
lated incidents of his trip abroad this 
year and of his play in the amateur 
and open championships of Great 
Britain and France. 

Of fils defeats in England he had 
little to say in explanation, other than 
stating that the difficult courses both- 
ered him considerably, and in the Brit- 
ish open meeting he was in many 
traps. He related an incident when 
he qualified for the British open, 
which, he said, would give one an idea 
of his poor form. 

Playing a practice round after he 
had qualified, he had a gallety of 600 
at the first tee. This number had 
dwindled to 100 at the 8th tee, at the 
12th tee there were only 50 and at the 
15th tee there was no gallery at all.
